REGISTERING TO BID IN THE TRADITIONAL AUCTION 

Each client wishing to bid at auction is required to register 
before the sale and to fill out a registration form.

SUCCESSFUL BIDS 

When the auctioneer's hammer falls, the final bid has been 
approved and the auctioneer will record the successful bid- 
der's paddle number or the absentee bid number.

Years of innovation 

TAG Heuer's roots go back to 1860 when Edouard Heuer founded a 
watchmaker's workshop in St. Imier, in the Swiss Jura Mountains. Six years 
later, Edouard Heuer changed the course of watchmaking history forever 
with his first patented invention: a keyless, crown-operated winding 
system. A huge success at the Universal Exhibition in Vienna, this new 
generation of timepieces was soon among the most coveted in the world. 
In 1887, Heuer patented the Oscillating Pinion, which is still used today 
in mechanical chronographs. When powerful American manufacturers 
moved aggressively into the European market, Edouard Heuer and later 
his sons Jules-Edouard and Charles-Auguste responded by pushing 
through innovations in every area of timepiece design, engineering and 
manufacturing. 

A HISTORY OF ESSENTIAL TIME-KEEPING 

In 1911, Heuer received a patent for the Time of Trip, the first dashboard 
chronograph. Designed for use in cars and planes, it has two large hands 
mounted from the center pinion indicating the time of day (as on a 
traditional clock) and a small pair of hands mounted at the top of the dial 
indicating the duration of the trip (up to 12 hours). This innovation was a 
great success with flying clubs. In 1919, the Zeppelin Z.R. Ill, with a Time 
of Trip on board, flew 8,106 kilometers across America. 

In 1933, Heuer introduced theAutavia (Auto/ Aviation), a dashboard clock 
used for cars and planes. The companion Hervue was a clock that could 
run for eight days without being wound. Then in 1958, Heuer introduced 
a new line of dashboard timepieces including the Master Time (eight- 
day clock), the Monte Carlo (12-hour stopwatch), the Super Autavia (full 
chronograph), the Sebring (60-minute, split second timer) and the Auto- 
Rallye (60-minute stopwatch). Heuer continued to manufacture of these 
dashboard timepieces into the 1980s. 
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Wristwatches for Sports Enthusiasts 

Heuer introduced its first wrist chronograph in 1914. Adapted from 
pocket chronographs, the crown was at 12 o'clock. In 1916, Heuer 
patented the Micrograph, the world's first mechanical stopwatch accurate 
to a hundredth-of-a-second (in 1916 accuracy to a fifth-of-a-second 
was the norm). This new development revolutionized science, industry 
and watchmaking, and made Heuer the natural choice as the official 
timekeeper for the 1920 Olympic Games. 

Heuer was popular among automobile racers, both professional and 
amateur. Since the company was a leading producer of stopwatches 
and timing equipment, it was only natural that racers, their crews and 
event sponsors began to wear Heuer's chronographs. Special versions 
of Heuer chronographs were produced with logos for the Indianapolis 
Motor Speedway, as well as racing teams and sponsors such as Ferrari. In 
the mid-1940s, Heuer expanded its line of chronographs to include both 
two- and three-register models, as well as a three-register chronograph 
that included a full calendar function. These triple calendar chronographs 
were offered in stainless steel, 14 carat gold and 18 carat gold cases. 



In the early 1950s, Heuer produced watches for American retailer 
Abercrombie & Fitch. The Seafarer was the first sailing chronograph 
with tide indicator and chronograph functions as well as phases of the 
moon. The company also produced a version of the Seafarer called the 
Mareographe for sale under the Heuer name. 




In 1962, Heuer became the first Swiss watchmaker in space. John Glenn wore a 
Heuer stopwatch when he piloted the first US manned space flight to orbit the earth. 
This stopwatch was the back-up timepiece for the mission and was started manually 
by Glenn 20 seconds into the flight. This same year the Autavia chronograph was 
introduced featuring a rotating bezel, marked in either hour, minutes, decimal minutes 
(hundredth-of-a-minute increments) or with a tachymeter scale. The all manual- 
wind Autavia from the 1960s had a black dial with white registers. Early cases had a 
screw-back and later models (as of 1968) had a snap-back. 1 

The Carrera chronograph, designed by Jack Heuer, was introduced in 1963. A 
tribute to professional motor racing's most grueling road race, the legendary 1950's 
Mexican Carrera Panamericana, this amazing piece of unconventional watchmaking 
technology was worn by countless race drivers, and remains one of Heuer's most 
iconic creations. The Carrera had a very simple design, with only registers and applied 
markers on the dial. The fixed inner bezel is divided into one-fifth-of-a-second 
increments. The 1960's Carreras were available with a variety of dials including white 
registers on a black dial, and black registers on a black dial. A three-register, triple 
calendar version of the Carrera was introduced around 1968. 2 

In the mid-1960s, Heuer was part of a partnership (Dubois Depraz, Breitling, Hamilton- 
Buren and Heuer) that sought to introduce the world's first automatic chronograph. 
Most agree that the Heuer-Breitling venture was the first to introduce a new line of 
automatic chronographs in March 1969. In the early 1970s, Heuer expanded its line 
of automatic chronographs to include the Daytona, Montreal, Silverstone, Calculator, 
Monza and Jarama models, all of them powered by the Caliber 12 movement and 
inspired by motor racing. Several of these chronographs are associated with 
automobile racing and specific drivers. Steve McQueen wore a blue Monaco in the 
1971 movie, Le Mans (this model is now referred to as the McQueen Monaco) and 
Swiss Formula One star, Jo Siffert, regularly wore a white-dialed Autavia with black 
registers. 

In 1975, Heuer introduced the Chronosplit, the world's first quartz wrist chronograph 

with a double digital display: LED and LCD. Later versions featured two LCD 

displays. 

In the mid-1970s, Heuer introduced a series of chronographs powered by the 

Lemania 5100 movement. The Lemania 5100 movement has the minute hand of the 

chronograph on the center pinion, which greatly improved legibility. 3 

TAG Heuerwasformedin1985whenTAG(Techniquesd'AvantGarde), manufacturers 
of high-tech items for Formula One, acquired Heuer, so continuing the company's 
obsession with ultimate precision and its deep love of prestigious sports as reflected 
by its 6-year partnership with 2008 Formula 1 World Champion, Vodafone McLaren 
Mercedes driver Lewis Hamilton and its 25-year partnership with team McLaren 
and drivers Lewis and Heikki Kovalainen as well as 2007 F1 World Champion and 
Scuderia Ferrari F1 driver Kimi Raikkonen, and other sports personalities such as 
world champoin golfer Tiger Woods and WTA tennis star Maria Sharapova.

heuer's first automatic chronographs were the Autavia, Carrera and Monaco. These were powered by the 
Cal 11 and Cal 12 movements (12-hour chronograph); Cal 14 movement (12-hour chronograph and additional 
hand for GMT / second time-zone) and the Cal 15 movement (30-minute chronograph). Unusually, the 
winding crown was on the left, with the pushers for the chronograph on the right. The earliest of Heuer's Cal 
11 chronographs (from 1969) were named "Chronomatic". 

2 Most of Heuer chronographs of the 1950s and '60s used movements manufactured by Valjoux, including 
the Valjoux 72 movement (12-hour chronograph) and the Valjoux 92 movement (30-minute or 45-minute 
chronograph). The Valjoux 72 movement used a "tri-compax" design, with three registers on the dial, one 
register for the chronograph hours (at 6 o'clock), one register for the chronograph minutes (at 3 o'clock), 
and a third register for a continuously running second hand (at 9 o'clock). The chronograph second hand 
was mounted on the center pinion along with the time-of-day hands. 



The Lemania 5100 movement is considered very rugged and has been used in a variety of chronographs 
issued to military pilots. There are eight models of TAG Heuer chronographs powered by the Lemania 5100: 
Reference 510.500 (stainless steel), 510.501 (black coated), 510.502 (olive drab coated) and 510.503 
(pewter coated), as well as models called Silverstone (steel case with black dial) and Cortina (steel case with 
blue dial); the Reference 510.543 was made for the A.M.I. (Italian Air Force) and a special edition (with no 
reference number marked on the case) was made for AudiSport.

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AUTAVIA 



In 1933, Heuer introduced the Autavia (Auto/ Aviation), a dashboard 
clock used for cars and planes - combining the two major interests of 
the brand - the production of timekeeping instruments for motorsport 
and the manufacture of cockpit instruments for aviation. The companion 
Hervue was a clock that could run for eight days without being wound. Then 
in 1958, Heuer introduced a new line of dashboard timepieces including 
the Master Time (eight-day clock), the Monte Carlo (12-hour stopwatch), 
the Super Autavia (full chronograph), the Sebring (60-minute, split second 
timer) and the Auto-Rallye (60-minute stopwatch). Heuer continued to 
manufacture of these dashboard timepieces into the 1980s. 

The Autavia wrist chronograph was first introduced in 1962, with model 
name "Autavia" set above the brand name "Heuer" on the dial, and so 
becoming the first model of the Heuer wristwatch series. This same 
year the Autavia chronograph was introduced featuring a rotating bezel, 
marked in either hour, minutes, decimal minutes (hundredth-of-a-minute 
increments) or with a tachymeter scale. 

The all manual-winding 1960's Autavia had black dials with white 
registers. Early cases had a screw-back and later models (as of 1968) 
had a snap-back. These TAG Heuer cutting-edge chronographs soon 
appeared on the wrists of famous people around the world, including: 
Harry S. Truman, Dwight D. Eisenhower, Henry Ford, Prince William of 
Sweden, King Bhumibol of Thailand, and many sports personalities such 
as Swiss Formula One driver Jo Siffert. 

In the mid-1960s, Heuer had been part of a partnership (Dubois Depraz, 
Breitling, Hamilton-Buren and Heuer) that sought to introduce the world's 
first automatic chronograph. The initial prototype promised success. The 
so-called "Chronomatic" - named after the combination of the terms 
"chronograph" and "automatic" exceeded all expectations. The declared 
objective of this partnership focused on being the first to present this 
unique product and to win the race against time and Zenith and their El 
Primo range. 1 

The prototypes and the first production run were named "Chronomatic 
Heuer". "Autavia" was placed on the lower third of the dial just above the 
date window. Willy Breitling then asked Heuer if he could use the word 
"Chronomatic" for his new range and Jack Heuer agreed and subsequently 
removed the word "Chronomatic" from the dial while repositioning the 
model name "Autavia" on top of the Heuer logo. 1 

The Autavia was a fascinating new product - shockproof and waterproof 
to a depth of 100 meters. The rotating bezel with a 60-minute or 12-hour 
register qualified the watch for unconventional tasks. For this reason, it 
was recommended for pilots, racing car drivers, divers, and researchers. 
The clear black dial design with contrasting subregisters provided virtually 
unmatched legibility. Soon a watch-hand indicating GMT (Greenwich 
Mean Time) was added - a 24-hour rotating bezel, with a new red hour- 
hand, made it possible to measure time in a second time-zone without 
interfering with the chronograph's functionality. 1 

The 1969 Autavia was launched powered by the new Chronomatic 
Calibre 11, the first chronograph movement with an automatic micro- 
rotor mechanism. Heuer's first automatic chronographs were the 
Autavia, Carrera and Monaco. These were powered by the Cal 11 and 
Cal 12 movements (12-hour chronograph); Cal 14 movement (12-hour 
chronograph and additional hand for GMT/second time-zone) and the 
Cal 15 movement (30-minute chronograph). Unusually, the winding 
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crown was on the left, with the pushers for the chronograph on the right. 
The earliest of Heuer's Cal 11 chronographs (from 1969) were named 
"Chronomatic". 

In the early 1970s, Heuer expanded its line of automatic chronographs to 
include the Daytona, Montreal, Silverstone, Calculator, Monza and Jarama 
models, all of them powered by the Caliber 12 movement and inspired 
by motor racing. Several of these chronographs are associated with 
automobile racing and specific drivers. 

In 1972 Heuer made a promotion with the Viceroy racing team in the 
US enabling purchasers of Viceroy cigarettes to obtain a Heuer Autavia 
ref 1163 with black dial for $ 88 (about a third of the retail price). The 
viceroy model had a tachymeter instead of the minutes/hour bezel. The 
promotion was a huge success and 1163 V cases were ordered in large 
quantities and used for this and other Autavia models during this period. 

Some 30 years later, TAG Heuer launched a boxed-set limited edition of 
the now iconic Autavia consisting of a wrist-chronograph and a dashboard 
stopwatch.

In all sporting fields, from the racetrack to the water, and even despite 
the Great Depression, Heuer continued to innovate. Since regatta 
timekeeping in the 1920s, on the company's local lake, Lake Geneva, 
sailing has inspired the company to use new materials and create new 
sailing functions. In the 1940s, Heuer launched the innovative Solunar, 
which even let fishermen know when fish were feeding! 

Sailors use lunar time to check tides and tidal differences. Lunar time is 
also used by anglers, hunters, and naturalists. This time is based on the 
"solunar" theory of J Alden Knight, who published lunar tables in 1930. 
These tables give a daily forecast for the feeding times of fishes and game 
and hence the most favourable times for fishing and hunting. 

The large face Solunar also told lunar time, which was extremely useful 
to anyone needing information on tides. A special dial at 6 o'clock with 
lunar indicator (showing full moon, waning moon, new moon and waxing 
moon), surrounded by a.m. and p.m. hour-numerals and set to the local 
tide tables, allowed you to check the best times for hunting and fishing. 

In 1950, Heuer unveiled its patented Mareographe, a unique sailing 
chronograph derived from the earlier Solunar watch. The chronograph 
included a unique indication that was not found in other brand's 
chronographs; a tide indication and a five-minute countdown function for 
sailing competitions. The dial on the left at 9:00 (nine o'clock), showed 
when high and low tides occur. Specifically, the cross in the center of this 
dial indicated the times for high and low tides, with the disc turning to 
match the moon's orbit. Accordingly, the points of the cross were not 12 
hours apart, but actually 12 hours and 25 minutes apart, to correspond to 
the cycle between high and low tides. The pusher on the left was used to 
set the disc for the correct high tide/low tide times in a particular location, 
and the disc then rotated to remain accurate. 

Most of these tide indication chronographs produced by Heuer were sold 
by American retailer Abercrombie & Fitch as the Seafarer from the early 
1950s through to the mid 1970s. However, Heuer also sold these watches 
under the Mareographe name. It appears that there were several models/ 
versions of the Seafarer for which there was no Mareographe equivalent 
and consequently far more Seafarers produced than Mareographes.

The Monaco was launched in 1969 and famously, Steve McQueen 
chose to wear a blue Monaco in the 1971 movie "Le Mans" (this 
model is now referred to as the McQueen Monaco). The Swiss 
racing driver Jo Siffert was a close friend of Steve McQueen and so when 
the actor came to star in the film "le Mans" he used his friend as his role 
model and wore a copy of the race driver's Heuer logoed racing suit as 
well as insisting on wearing the new Heuer Monaco wristwatch in the 
film. 

In the early 1960s - Jack Heuer had reached an agreement with two 
other Swiss watch manufacturers to create the world's first automatic 
chronograph movement. Heuer's first automatic chronographs were the 
Autavia,Carreraand Monaco powered by the Cal 11 and Cal 12 movements 
(12-hour chronograph); Cal 14 movement (12-hour chronograph and 
additional hand for GMT/second time-zone) and the Cal 15 movement 
(30-minute chronograph). Unusually, the winding crown was on the left, 
with the pushers for the chronograph on the right. The earliest of Heuer's 
Cal 11 chronographs (from 1969) were called "Chronomatic". 

The Monaco was the world's first self-winding rectangular chronograph 
and was launched by Heuer simultaneously in Geneva and New York 
on 3 March 1969. Even today it is the only square-shaped self-winding 
chronograph. The Monaco series included both self-winding and hand- 
wound versions with grey and blue dials. The avant-garde design made 
the blue Monaco a fashion icon with a unique recognition factor. Good 
examples are rare and demand far exceeds supply. 

In 2001, TAG Heuer launched two new color versions in a numbered 
series. And in 2002 the company extended the Monaco series with 
the re-edition of the famous model worn by Steve McQueen in the film 
"Le Mans" fitted with the TAG Heuer Calibre 17 and the Monaco Gold 
Chronograph an 18 carat gold C.O.S.C. certified Chronometre. 

The 2003 Monaco Sixty Nine Concept Watch was the first reversible 
watch with two different movements - one side features the Monaco 
dial with its mechanical hand-wound movement, the other the digital dial 
of the Microtimer. With its 1/1'000th of a second quartz chronograph 
movement, it won the desirable Design Prize atthe Grand Prixd'Horlogerie 
de Geneve. 

TAG Heuer launched a revolutionary Concept Watch at Baselworld 
in 2004. The mechanical Monaco V4, inspired by the racing engine- 
like V-formation of the movement's four barrels, overturned basic 
watchmaking principles by featuring driving belts and ball-bearings 
instead of the conventional wheels and pinions. A totally new type of 
watch movement, it received a Red Dot Design Award in 2005. 

A year later, the company launched the Monaco Calibre 360 LS (Linear 
Second) Concept Chronograph in a Limited Edition of 4000 pieces.

STEVE MCQUEEN BIOGRAPHY 

Born on March 24, 1930 in Beech Grove, Indiana, McQueen's father left 
when he was only six months old. Later, while still a young boy, his mother 
abandoned him and he went to live with his uncle in Missouri. He lived 
here until he was twelve years old when he left to move in with his mother 
in Los Angeles who eventually sent him to the Boys Republic, a home for 
boys in California. McQueen tried to run away but was caught. Later he 
credited the home for helping him get his life in order. 

After leaving the Boys Republic, McQueen joined the Marines, after this 
there followed a variety of different occupations including working on a 
ship, working in the oil fields and lumberjacking. He eventually met an 
actress who encouraged him to take up an acting career. 

He was accepted in the New York acting school where he attended 
school in the day and worked at night as a truck driver. Later he landed 
a scholarship to the Herbert-Bergoff Drama School. Soon he was on 
Broadway and it was here he met Neile Adams. They fell in love, married 
and moved to California. In California, he landed parts in low budget films 
and then the main character in a TV series, "Wanted: Dead or Alive" 
which ultimately led to stardom. 

McQueen is known as the highest paid movie star of the sixties and 
seventies. He is also known as one of the best actors in film history and 
his films are considered classics. Some of his greatest films are The Great 
Escape, The Sand Pebbles (Academy award nomination), Bullitt (exciting 
car chase), The Getaway, Papillon, Le Mans and many, many others. 

While filming The Getaway he fell in love with his co-star, Ali MacGraw. 
McQueen and his wife of 15 years split and he and MacGraw married. 
His career took a dive and he started taking drugs and soon his marriage 
broke up and he and Ali MacGraw were divorced. 



He decided to become a pilot and during this time he met a model 
named Barbara Minty and they married but shortly after the marriage 
he discovered he had lung cancer, and with only two months to live he 
went to Mexico for treatment but died on 7 November 1980 at the age 
of just 50.

The Kentucky Derby Advertising

ooking to expand its market into other sports' related environments, 
Heuer began to investigate the horse racing scene, and in particular 
the famous American Kentucky Derby. 



Horse racing in Kentucky dates back to 1789 when the first race course 
was laid out in Lexington. However, it was almost 100 years later, in 1875 
that Churchill Downs officially opened and began its tradition as the 
"Home of the Kentucky Derby". One of the USA's oldest thoroughbred 
horse races, the Kentucky Derby is often called "The most exciting two 
minutes in sports" or "The fastest two minutes in sports". Given this rep- 
utation it was not surprising that it came to the attention of Heuer as the 
perfect name for their new horse racing orientated watch. 

The Kentucky Derby is a Grade I stakes race for three year-old thorough- 
bred horses, held annually in Louisville, Kentucky on the first Saturday of 
May (at the end of the two-week-long Kentucky Derby Festival). The race 
is one and a quarter miles (2 km) at Churchill Downs. Colts and geldings 
carry 126 pounds (57.2 kg) and fillies 121 pounds (54.9 kg). The race is 
often referred to as "The Run for the Roses" because of the blanket of 
roses draped over the winner. 



From the time the region was first settled, the fields of the Bluegrass Re- 
gion were noted for producing superior racehorses. In 1872, Col. Meri- 
wether Lewis Clark Jr traveled to England, to visit the famous Epsom 
Derby, a race that had been running annually since 1780. From there he 
went to France, where in 1863, a group of racing enthusiasts had formed 
the French Jockey Club and had organized the Grand Prix de Paris, which 
at the time was the most important race in France. 



Returning home to Kentucky, Clark organized the Louisville Jockey 
Clubforthe purpose of raising money to build quality racing facili- 
ties just outside the city. The track became known as "Churchill 
Downs", named after Clark's relatives, John and Henry Churchill, 
who had provided the land for the racetrack. The racetrack was 
officially incorporated in 1937. 

The Kentucky Derby was first run at IV2 miles (2.4 km), the same 
distance as the Epsom Derby and the Grand Prix de Paris. In 1896, 
the distance was changed to its current VA miles (2 km). On 17 
May 1875, in front of an estimated crowd of 10,000 people, a 
field of 15 three-year-old horses contested the first Derby. The 
inaugural Derby was won by jockey Oliver Lewis on a colt named 
Aristides. 

The 1960s and 70s saw particular world interest in the Kentucky 
Derby when in 1964 Northern Dancer ran the fastest time ever 
run in a Kentucky Derby. Nine years later this record was broken 
when, in 1973, Secretariat set a new all time record: an amazing 
1 minute 59 2/5 seconds. Not only has Secretariat's record time 
stood, but in the race itself, he did something unique in Triple 
Crown races: his times were faster in each successive quarter! 

In addition to the race itself, a number of traditions play a large 
role in the Kentucky Derby atmosphere. The traditional Mint Ju- 
lep, an iced drink consisting of bourbon, mint and sugar should be 
served in an ice-frosted silver julep cup (although most sip theirs 
from a souvenir glass printed with all previous Kentucky Derby 
winners). Also, Burgoo, a thick stew of beef, chicken, pork and 
vegetables, is a popular Kentucky dish served at the Derby. 

Heuer introduced the Kentucky chronograph in 1977, using the 
Valjoux 7750 movement. The hallmark of the Kentucky was its 
integrated bracelet and horseshoe shaped case stamped on the 
side with the Heuer logo. The dial was available in dark blue, silver 
and gold, and black. 

The market reacted very positively to this model, especially the 
steel and gold version with the two small yellow screws and yel- 
low bezel. Other versions used quartz and LCD technology with 
the dial of the quartz version being available in silver grey, cham- 
pagne, or black and the dial of the LCD version being available in 
black only. 

The Kentucky was promoted in Heuer catalogs from 1977 to 
1978.

Developed in 1963 and designed by Jack Heuer, the Carrera 
chronograph was first introduced in 1964. 
A tribute to professional motor racing's most grueling 
and dangerous road race, the legendary 1950's Mexican Carrera 
Panamericana, this piece of unconventional watchmaking technology was 
worn by countless racing drivers, and remains one of Heuer's most iconic 
creations. The word "Carrera" means "competition at the highest level" 
and since the race took place partly on the new Pan-American Highway, 
an enormous range of temperatures and road conditions challenged 
drivers and cars alike. 



The Carrera chronograph had a very simple design, with only registers 
and applied markers on the dial. The fixed inner bezel is divided into one- 
fifth-of-a-second increments. The 1960's Carreras, introduced in 1964 
and used through 1970, were available with a variety of dials and housed 
manual-winding movements. A three-register, triple calendar version of 
the Carrera was introduced around 1968.

Heuer's first automatic chronographs were the Autavia, Carrera and 
Monaco. These were powered by the Cal 11 and Cal 12 movements 
(12-hour chronograph); Cal 14 movement (12-hour chronograph and 
additional hand for GMT/second time-zone) and the Cal 15 movement 
(30-minute chronograph). Unusually, the winding crown was on the left, 
with the pushers for the chronograph on the right. 

The Carrera 12 Datos are unique among the Carreras, in that they do not 
have the "Carrera" name on the dial. Even so, this is how collectors refer to 
them. The "First execution Carrera 12 Dato" (which has the distinctive fat 
lugs) was introduced around 1962, before the Heuer "Carrera" existed. 

The Carrera 45 Datos have first execution dials (thin, flat polished steel 
applied markers) and first execution hands (thin polished steel hands, 
with luminous inserts). Movements are Landeron 189. Cases are the 
usual "60's Style" (First Major Style), although the case-back is modified 
to accommodate the slightly deeper Landeron 189 movement. 



Heuer introduced the Second Major Style case for the Carrera in 1969, at 
the same time as it introduced the first automatic Carrera. (This coincided 
with the introduction of a new style case for the automatic Autavias and 
the introduction of the Monaco). This Second Major Style of case was 
used for both automatic and manual-winding Carreras, with the cases 
being either stainless steel, gold-plated or 18 karat gold.

In 1974, Heuer introduced a Barrel Style Case for automatic Carreras — 
a distinctive barrel-shaped case with a brushed finish and covered lugs. 
These new cases were used for both Caliber 12 and Caliber 15 Carreras, 
but not for any of the manual models. 

In 1978, Heuer introduced its Quartz-Powered Carreras Twin series, 
described as a new generation of electronic timepieces with combined 
analog and LCD displays. 

In 1996, TAG Heuer revamped the whole Carrera range.

Since the early 1950s, Heuer has produced nautical stopwatches and navigation watches. In addition 
to motor sports, powerboat racing and water sports have always provided an important market for 
chronographs. For Jack Heuer, it was important that his chronographs had the essential functions 
relative to the sport for which they were to be used, and were easy to read, shockproof, anti-magnetic and 
waterproof. As a consequence he invested much time and money in the improvement and development of 
Heuer waterproof chronographs. 

Launched in 1970, the Skipper was so named because the skipper is generally considered the most important 
person on a sailing vessel and accuracy is the most important element in a nautical piece - making it an 
essential accessory for any skipper. 

Timing and position, in relation to other competitors when crossing the starting line, is crucial to being 
successful in a sailing regatta. Accurate timekeeping is essential so that the boat can cross the starting line at 
full tilt and under the best of circumstances, which need the Heuer Skipper fulfills. 

The characteristic of the Heuer Skipper is its red, white and blue 15-minute sub-register that shows the time to 
the "start". A minute-countdown function makes it easy to read the countdown before the start of a race. 1 

All Skipper models are related to the Autavia series and have the same case design. The dials and the blue 
minutes and hours bezel were used only for the Skipper. Originally only hand-wound, the 1970 catalog shows 
a black dial and the name "Skipper" above the Heuer logo and beneath the 12 o'clock position. 

In 1972 the self-winding version driven by a Caliber 15 automatic movement was launched with "Skipper" at 
9 o'clock and a small second dial at 10 o'clock. The Skipper remained successful and was produced until the 
early 1980s.

In an effort to bring the Heuer brand to a new younger market, Heuer 
was looking for a link that would stimulate their interest. Heuer found 
it in the sensational counter-cult film, "Easy Rider". Easy Rider was 
a 1969 American road movie written by Peter Fonda, Dennis Hopper, 
Jack Nicholson and Terry Southern, which was produced by Fonda and 
directed by Hopper. It tells the story of two bikers (played by Fonda and 
Hopper) who travel through the American Southwest and South looking 
to achieve freedom. 

Easy Rider explored the social landscape, issues, and tensions in the 
United States during the 1960s, including the rise and fall of the hippie 
movement, drugs, and a communal way of life. The film was legendary 
for its use of real drugs in its portrayal of the use of marijuana and other 
banned substances and became a landmark film that captured the 
imagination of America. 

The Easy Rider idea of biking across America appealed to Heuer, but 
given the rest of the subject matter of the film, Heuer was looking for 
another more positive sports' orientated link for his brand and he found 
it in Formula One's versatile Jacky Ickx who had started his career racing 
motorcycles. 

Jacky Ickx was first introduced to motor racing when he was taken to 
the races by his motoring journalist father, Jacques Ickx. Despite this, 
Jacky had limited interest in the sport until his father bought him a 50 
cc Zundapp motorcycle. Soon afterwards, Ickx won 8 of the first season 
motorcycle races and took the European 50 cc trials title. He won another 
two titles before moving to racing the Lotus Cortina in touring car races, 
taking the National Saloon Car Championship in 1965. 

Bellgian Ickx entered his first Formula One race at the Nurburgring in 
1967, driving a Matra F2 car. At Monza, he made his official F1 debut in a 
Cooper-Maserati. As well as his many F1 wins, Ickx is famous for having 
won the 24-hour Le Mans race six times, in 1969,75,76,77,81,and 1982. 

Heuer asked Ickx to act as ambassador for the new Easy Rider - and the 
colorful new Jacky Ickx Easy Rider was born. It was a low priced model 
targeted at young F1 fans available in four different color combinations: 
black, blue, red, and white - and it was an immediate success. 

The Jacky Ickx Easy Rider had a chrome plated steel case with polish 
finished and inclined tachymeter scale. The red dial version had two vivid 
red stripes and a transversal white bar between 9 and 3 o'clock. At 10 
o'clock there was a 15-minute register subdial, under which the name 
"Jacky Ickx" was printed in black. 1 

Just below the date widow at 3 o'clock could be seen Jacky Ickx's 
signature. A permanent white second hand on a red background was set 
in a circle outlined in white above the name "Easy Rider Chronograph" - 
also in white on a red background. 

The watch was powered by a Pin Pallet movement and a miniature copy 
of Jacky Ickx's helmet served as a case for this watch.

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The Lotus Cortina 



It was only natural that, given Jack Heuer's overwhelming interest in 
racing, the company would want a winter sports' related product in 
its portfolio. In the late 1950s and 60s, the Italian town of Cortina 
had come to epitomize jet-setting winter sports activities and apres ski. 
Situated in the Italian Dolomites and near the border with Switzerland, 
Cortina had first come to prominence as the venue for the 1956 Winter 
Olympics. It was also the home of the grueling World Ski Cup downhill 



The town attracted much attention, not least from the racing fraternity, 
so it was not a great surprise when, in 1962, the Lotus/Ford partnership 
named the result of its joint-venture the "Lotus Cortina" (or "Cortina 
Lotus" as Ford liked to call it). Ford supplied the 2-door Cortina body- 
shells and took care of marketing and sales, while Lotus handled the 
mechanics and cosmetics. The Lotus factory cars were white with a green 
stripe (although Ford made some for racing in red). Round Lotus badges 
were fitted to rear wings and to the right side of the radiator panel. The 
speed at which the new Lotus Cortina moved was incredible by today's 
standards. 

The super fast Cortina earned an awesome reputation in competition 
when Jim Clark and Vic Elford drove them in touring and rally car races in 
the mid 1960s. All this was not lost on racing aficionado Jack Heuer, and 
seemed to him a natural fit for the Heuer brand, given that Heuer also 
already provided the timekeeping for World Cup winter sports event. Add 
to this the fact that La Chaux-de-Fonds, the home of the Heuer brand, 
is located at the foot of the Swiss Alpine region, and has always been a 
centre for recreational winter sports activities, the attraction of the name 
"Cortina" and all it implied was inevitable. So when Heuer was looking 
for a name for its gleaming new steel cased chronographs in the 1970s, 
"Cortina" was top of the list. 2 

New to the Heuer range was the Cortina's white marble-colored dial with 
Roman numerals and elegant shiny black hands. The name "Cortina" was 
positioned above the Heuer logo on the dial and the watch was powered 
by the proven Caliber 12 automatic movement. 3

Heuer's first automatic chronographs were the Autavia, Carrera and Monaco. These were 
powered by the Cal 11 and Cal 12 movements (12-hour chronograph); Cal 14 movement (12- 
hour chronograph and additional hand for GMT/second time-zone) and the Cal 15 movement 
(30-minute chronograph). Unusually, the winding crown was on the left, with the pushers for 
the chronograph on the right. The earliest of Heuer's Cal 11 chronographs (from 1969) were 
named "Chronomatic".

Jack Heuer had long been fascinated by the American market, and 
this interest naturally spread to Canada and its main French-speaking 
city, Montreal - not least because 80% of Montreal's inhabitants 
spoke Heuer's mother-tongue, French. In 1967 the world Fair took place in 
Montreal and when the Olympic Games for 1976 were announced to be 
taking place there - with Heuer supplying the timekeeping - this interest 
was sealed. 

Formula One racing and Canadian Grand Prix were, at the time, also in 
talks to hold events in Montreal - so a worldwide interest in the name was 
ensured when Heuer launched the Montreal chronograph in 1972. 

The new model won over consumers with its totally new, modern and 
almost rectangular design. The case was eye-catching with its sloping 
polished grind descending from the bezel to the polished convex 
sides. Driven by the chronograph Caliber 12 automatic movement, the 
chronograph's pushers are found on the right hand side. The winding 
crown is positioned at 9 o'clock and is embedded in a protective recessed 
notch. 1 

Heuer promoted this range in their catalogs in 1972, 1974, 1977, 1978, 
1981 and 1982.

In the mid-1960s, Heuer was part of a partnership (Dubois Depraz, 
Breitling, Hamilton-Buren and Heuer) that sought to introduce the 
world's first automatic chronograph. Most agree that the Heuer- 
Breitling venture was the first to introduce a new line of automatic 
chronographs in March 1969. In the early 1970s, Heuer expanded its line 
of automatic chronographs to include the Daytona, Montreal, Silverstone, 
Calculator, Monza and Jarama models, all of them powered by the Caliber 
12 movement and inspired by motor racing. Several of these chronographs 
are associated with automobile racing and specific drivers. 

The "Calculator" automatic chronograph was launched in 1972 selling 
at a retail price of around $250 to $300. The main Calculator model 
demonstrated the classic Heuer dial design with two subregisters for 
30-minutes and 12-hour measurements. A variation was powered by the 
Caliber 15 instead of the Caliber 12 and had a small second hand at 10 
o'clock eliminating the usual Heuer 12-hour subregister. 

Every Calculator came with a booklet which explained the mathematical 
operations it could undertake: 

"The calculating circles of the Heuer Calculator consist of a fixed inner 
scale and rotating outer ring. The beginning and the end of the fixed 
scale, which are indicated by the mark rare always at the top, close to the 
numeral 12. The scale on the outer ring begins and ends at the mark s. 
Each of the two marks may represent both 1 and 10." 

"The given numbers and those which are sought or observed on each 
ring in clockwise (or counter clockwise) succession. The marks rand 
srepresent 1 (or 10) at the beginning of the observation; the following 
values correspond to the numbers indicated, provided that no mark is 
passed over in the course of the observation. When a mark is passed over, 
it represents 10 (or 1), and the following values on the ring concerned are 
10 times greater (or smaller) than the numbers indicated. 

At the end of the 1970s a variation of the Calculator was made with a black 
dial, several of these had large Heuer logos and no Calculator name.

The Chevrolet Camaro in Action 



Jack Heuer was keenly interested in the American market and, given 
his and the brand's interest in motorsport, he was able to make great 
inroads into the US market through motorsports fans and the brand's 
core competence in providing timekeeping for major motorsports' events. 
This ultimately led to excellent publicity for the Heuer brand, providing an 
enormous amount of media coverage for Heuer products and widespread 
logo recognition of the Heuer brand, especially followingthe launch of the 
sporty Camaro watch. 

The name "camaro" is in fact a colloquialism that comes from the French 
"camarade" meaning "best friend, buddy". 

Launched in 1968, Heuer's Camaro wristwatch soon became an 
immediate success in the USA as it was immediately seen to be linked to 
Chevrolet's Camaro sports car which was launched in 1966/67. Camaro 
cars were of a special, new (for the 1960s) streamlined design. The Coca- 
Cola line accentuated the classic coupe leading to a short precise tail and 
was Chevrolet's answer to the extremely successful Ford Mustang. 1 

From 1967 to 1969, Chevrolet's Camaro Super Sport was the official 
"pace car" of the Indianapolis 500, probably the most famous racing 
competition in the USA. 1 (The "pace car" is responsible for setting the 
pace after a race has been interrupted and also leading the racing cars 
after accidents.) Destined to become an icon of the smaller, lighter and 
faster new generation cars, Chevrolet's Camaro soon won over the hearts 
and minds of younger generation Americans. 

In the same way Heuer's Camaro, which was to be regularly seen on the 
racing car circuits with its gleaming polished finish rectangular case and 
concave sides, was immediately thought to be in synergy with the image 
of the successful Chevrolet Camaro, and the watch soon won over the 
same hearts and minds of younger generation Americans. 



The Camaro wristwatch was to be found in Heuer catalogs until 1972, 
after which time it was no longer listed.

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MONZA 



As the main sponsor of Ferrari, the Italian Grand Prix held in Monza 
on 7 September 1975 was a special day for Heuer. The Heuer logo 
was in evidence, stamped large on the front of the competing 
Ferraris. In front of over 200,000 spectators, and after completing the 52 
laps of the Monza circuit, Ferrari's Clay Regazzoni was first to receive the 
checkered flag as he crossed the finish line. Niki Lauder was third and on 
that day went into the history books as the new Formula One champion 
for Ferrari. And most importantly for Heuer, the result was confirmation 
of Jack W Heuer's motorsport strategy - he had once again chosen the 
right team to sponsor. 

The race wasn't a foregone conclusion, Luca de Montezemolo, team 
manager, Mauro Forghieri, technical director and drivers Niki Lauder 
and Clay Regazzoni had been working hard to improve the Ferrari 312 
T - making it an invincible racing machine. For Heuer this success was 
tremendously important and to mark the event the company created a 
new series - the Monza. 

The new Monza watch was launched in 1975 and was described in the 
catalog as a special limited series and, typical of Jack Heuer's penchant 
for motorsport- related marketing, each limited edition timepiece was 
delivered in a red Heuer racing helmet. 

The case was inspired by the Carrera chronograph case but was available 
in chrome or black anodized steel \ The first of the two Monza series had 
exclusively Caliber 15 movements with the characteristic small second 
hand at 10 o'clock. In contrast to the Autavia, Carrera, and Calculator 
Caliber 15 models (were the name was always found at 9 o'clock) the 
Monza name was set above the Heuer logo in the upper part of the dial. 

The illuminated dial with one-fifth-of-a-second divisions was in black, the 
hand forthe second dial was in red and the small square 30-minute dial in 
white. The second and minute hands were graduated from the center of 
the dial to the tip of the hands, black to white. The large red chronograph 
second hand rotated over the hour and minutes hand. 

The very readable dial was bordered by a pulse and tachymeter scale - 
both essential in the world of racing car drivers. The pulsometer displays 
the number of pulses per minute (base of 15). Starting with the first pulse 
- which is not counted - the stopwatch is started by pressing the upper 
pusher. At the fifteenth pulse the timekeeper is stopped by pressing the 
same pusher. This enables the pulses per minute to be read from the 
pulsometer scale. The tachymeter scale is used to calculate the average 
speed per hour (in kilometers or miles) which can then be read from the 
dial border.

It is worth noting that there was a later model with a Caliber 12 movement 
and two classic dials which did not carry the Monza name.

SILVERSTONE 



Originally launched in 1974, the Heuer Silverstone chronograph 
gets its name from the famous Silverstone British racetrack. An 
hour's drive north-west of London, between Northampton and 
Oxford, the Silverstone racetrack, which was a former WWII airport, is 
best known as the home of the British Grand Prix, which it first hosted in 
1948. On 13 May 1950, the opening race of the first ever FIA Formula One 
World Championship took place at Silverstone. Since then, this high speed 
race track has thrilled the fans by consistently providing tremendously 
thrilling races. 

The racetrack has a special place in Heuer's heart because many of its 
racing ambassadors and F1 team partners scored career-making victories 
there. From Emmanuel de Graffenried (the very first Heuer ambassador), 
in 1949, to Juan Manuel Fangio in 1956, Jo Siffert in 1968, Alain Prost in 
1985 and 1989, Ayrton Senna in 1988, David Coulthard in 1999 and 2000, 
Mika Hakkinen in 2001, and Lewis Hamilton in the Vodafone McLaren 
Mercedes Benz in 2008. All proving that the Silverstone racetrack has 
pushed the best to achieve their best. 

The Heuer Silverstone was initially driven by the proven Chronomatic 
Calibre 11 automatic movement with microrotor, developed in cooperation 
with Dubois Depraz, Breitling and Hamilton-Buren, and launched in 1969 
as the world first automatic chronograph movement with micro-rotor. 1 
Characteristic of the movement is the date counter at 6 o'clock and the 
two pushbuttons, placed across from the crown in two indentations. 

The top drivers of the 1970s so much admired the Silverstone chronograph 
for its distinctive name, unique shape and avant-garde look, that the 
buzz they generated helped make it a style icon of the period. Heuer was 
Ferrari's timekeeper throughout the 70s, but it was also partnered with 
McLaren, BRM and Surtees-Ford, and every driver from these teams wore 
the now much sought after Heuer Silverstone watch. 

In the 1974 Heuer catalog, the year the watch was launched, Clay 
Regazzoni was pictured sitting in the cockpit of his Ferrari wearing a blue 
driving suit and on his wrist, a gleaming Heuer Silverstone chronograph 
with its glittering steel band. That year, Regazzoni and Emerson Fittipaldi 
became Heuer ambassadors and the two legendary drivers chose the 
chronograph as their personal lucky charm with Fittipaldi winning his 
second F1 World Championship and Regazzoni winning the Silverstone 
Grand Prix in 1979. 

The Silverstone's distinctive design was completely new - a stainless 
steel squared masterpiece with highly polished rounded edges. The 
backing had a longitudinal grinding with the crown protected by a slight 
indentation on the side. The two push pieces were placed across from the 
crown in two indentations. The dial had a 30-minute and 12-hour display, 
and the date was located at 6 o'clock. Apart from the blue dial there were 
variations in Bordeaux red and brown. At the edge of the dial there was 
an internal bezel that sloped up to the case edge, a one-fifth-of-a-second 
scale and rectangular luminescent points. 2 

The two push pieces were based on another famous timepiece of the 
period: Steve McQueen's 1969 Heuer Monaco. Softer edged, with a 
colorful dial, and a totally new shape, the leading-edge Silverstone 
chronograph remains one of Heuer's purest designs and most emblematic 
creations. 
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The Heuer Silverstone was promoted in Heuer catalogs until 1977.

^n the mid-1960s, Heuer had been part of a partnership (Dubois Depraz, Breitling, Hamilton- 
Buren and Heuer) that sought to introduce the world's first automatic chronograph. The initial 
prototype promised success. The so-called "Chronomatic" - named after the combination of 
the terms "chronograph" and "automatic" exceeded all expectations. The declared objective of 
this partnership focused on being the first to present this unique product and to win the race 
against time and Zenith and their El Primo range. Most agree that the Heuer-Breitling venture 
was the first to introduce a new line of automatic chronographs in March 1969. In the early 
1970s, Heuer expanded its line of automatic chronographs to include the Daytona, Montreal, 
Silverstone, Calculator, Monza and Jarama models, all of them ultimately powered by the Caliber 
12 movement and inspired by motor racing. Several of these chronographs are associated with 
automobile racing and specific drivers.

Despite the Great Depression, the 1930s was a busy decade for Heuer. In 1930, the company invented a flyback mechanism for its 
chronographs and patented a waterproof case. Functions such as automatic winding came shortly after and in the middle of the decade 
it produced steel Flieger chronographs for the German Air Force - marking the beginning of Heuer's links with various countries' military 
including the Italian, Israeli, and Portuguese military. 

In the early 1960s, Heuer acquired their major competitor, "Leonidas", and with the new company they began marketing watches under 
the "Heuer-Leonidas" name. One of the designs that Heuer acquired from Leonidas was the "Bundeswehr" chronograph, used by the 
German Air Force, which was the most well-known Heuer timepiece associated with military use. These watches had a "3H" symbol on the 
dial signified that a dial with radioactive illumination had been replaced by one with zinc sulfide. The Italian Air force also ordered Heuer 
chronographs with the "3H" symbol on the dial. 

Orders for the German Air Force generally came through Helmut Sinn of Frankfurt, the German distributer for Heuer. The Heuer chronograph 
was offered in an interesting variation together with a theodolit for astro navigation regulated in sidereal time. Later, Heuer also supplied a 
quartz chronograph version of the Orfina Bundeswehr chronograph. 

In the mid-1970s, Heuer introduced a series of chronographs powered by the Lemania 5100 movement. There are eight models of Heuer 
chronographs powered by the Lemania 5100 and the Reference 510.543 was made for the A.M.I. (Italian Air Force).

In the early 1970s, Heuer expanded its line of automatic chronographs 
to include the Daytona, Montreal, Silverstone, Calculator, Monza and 
Jarama models, all of them powered by the Caliber 12 movement 1 and 
inspired by motor racing. Several of these chronographs are associated 
with automobile racing and specific drivers. 




Launched in 1976, the Heuer Daytona had its roots in the famous 24-hour 
race at Daytona Beach in Florida, USA. Jack W Heuer, a Ferrari fanatic, was 
especially enamored with Ferrari's Grand Tourisimo Coupe 365GTB/4 
Daytona designed by Sergio Pininfarina and named after the famous race. 
The name Daytona ultimately became a favorite add-on for the American 
motor industry, typical examples being: the 1969 Dodge Charger Daytona 
(famous for its huge rear fins), and the super-fast Shelby Daytona, which 
won numerous races in the 1960s. 

Daytona Beach is synonymous with auto racing, thanks to the early 
pioneers of speed who practiced their sport on the hard-packed Florida 
sands in the early 1900s. From a friendly wager between two gentlemen 
the famous speed trials gave way to stock car racing and, eventually, 
on 22 February 1959 the Daytona International Speedway ® opened 
to host the first Daytona 500 race. Many of those early racing drivers 
are still celebrated with turns and grandstands named after them. 

The Heuer Daytona chronograph had very much the "look" of the Daytona 
racers. It was powered by the Caliber 12 movement 1 and had an integrated 
steel wrist strap, which was so much part of its design that the watch was 
not even made available with a leather strap. The impressive blue dial 
was graduated from light blue at the centre to dark blue at the outer edge 
with the name "Daytona" being above the Heuer logo in the upper part of 
the dial. A beveled tachymeter ring rose from the outer edge of the dial to 
the case increasing the overall size of the dial. 1 

The case itself was completely new and the integration of the steel 
watchband and the case was achieved via a rectangular link with a 
counterpart in the steel wristband. While a deep blue dial was promoted 
in the Heuer catalogs of 1977-1979, a brown color scheme was also 
offered as an alternative. 2 



^euer's first automatic chronographs were the Autavia, Carrera and 
Monaco. These were powered by the Cal 11 and Cal 12 movements 
(12-hour chronograph); Cal 14 movement (12-hour chronograph and 
additional hand for GMT/ second time-zone) and the Cal 15 movement 
(30-minute chronograph). Unusually, the winding crown was on the left, 
with the pushers for the chronograph on the right. The earliest of Heuer's 
Cal 11 chronographs (from 1969) were named "Chronomatic".

Heuer introduced its first wrist chronograph in 1914. Adapted from 
pocket chronographs, the crown was at 12 o'clock. In 1916, Heuer 
patented the Micrograph, the world's first mechanical stopwatch 
accurate to a hundredth-of-a-second (in 1916 accuracy to a fifth-of-a- 
second was the norm). This new development revolutionized science, 
industry and watchmaking, and made Heuer the natural choice as the 
official timekeeper for the 1920 Olympic Games. 

Then in 1916, Heuer obtained the patent for the Microsplit which was 
immediately popular with the sporting fraternity and which, over the 
years, has seen many evolutions. 

The Microsplit 800, launched in 1972, was the world's first pocket- 
size sports timer with a quartz movement accurate to hundredth-of-a- 
second. Having created the world first digital stopwatch with a custom 
chip (micro processor) in LED technology and two-years later in LCD 
technology, in 1975 Heuer decided to create the world's first fully digital 
chronograph (with no moving parts). Initially it had the chip combination 
of LCD for time of day and LED for short time measurement. Heuer called 
this the Chronosplit. The time of day LCD chip was already available on 
the open market, whereas the LED chip had to be custom-made for Heuer 
in Silicon Valley. 




As soon as they received delivery of the custom-made LCD stopwatch 
chips, Heuer launched the new Chronosplit with LCD for both the time- 
of-day and stopwatch functions. This model was much more reliable 
than the LED model in which the battery life was very short. Accurate to 
hundredth-of-a-second, 15 timepieces were ordered by Enzo Ferrari and 
the same year Heuer also sponsored Niki Lauda. 

When digital watches started flooding the world's watch markets, it 
became evident to Heuer that people preferred the analog display 
for reading the time, whereas, in the sports arena were short time 
measurement needed to be read accurately and without errors, digital 
stopwatches had started to replace mechanical ones. 

Putting this logic to work for a chronograph made a lot of sense and Heuer 
put both a small analog quartz movement and a miniature LCD stopwatch 
module into one case. Because of its small size Heuer had to use a Citizen 
Ladies' quartz movement. The result was a case which reassembled the 
Island of Manhattan, so Heuer called the new watch "Manhattan". 

In the early 1960s, Heuer acquired their major competitor, "Leonidas", 
and with the new company they began marketing watches under the 
"Heuer-Leonidas" name - among the digital stopwatches they created 
under this brand name was the Runner - a digital stopwatch used to time 
athletes.

Heuer was often asked by other companies to make very 
limited edition watches, special editions, commemorative 
watches or even personalized pieces. In such cases, the 
company's logo was included on the watch dial. 

Given its notoriety among sports aficionados, it is not surprising 
that Heuer was particularly requested to make such watches for 
sports'-related events. Amongthe most sought-after by collectors 
is the 1977 Ford Rally Sport. Ford Motors ports wanted to make 
a watch to promote their rallying activities, as the project got 
underway, it became more and more important at Ford - so much 
so that the project began to be referred to as "Project Henry" after 
Henry Ford, the founder of Ford. 

Evidently, many special editions were made for race car related 
events and brands, such as Ducati and Agip. There were even 
orders from the famous motorcycle manufacturer Harley- 
Davidson. And more recently, the limited edition made in 1996 to 
honor the Italian footballer player, Franco Baresi. 

It is believed that other brands, such as Coca-Cola, also ordered 
special edition Heuer watches to be used as gifts for employees, 
or as prizes or production bonuses. 

As a result, these special edition watches, of which very few are 
documented, must be considered extremely rare. 




Franco Baresi (born May 8, 1960 in Travagliato, province of Brescia) was 
a football defender with AC Milan for twenty years, acknowledged as one 
of the greatest defenders ever to play the game. Baresi was colloquially 
called «piscinin», Milanese dialect for «little one». 

Baresi led the Milan team and its defense for the best part of a decade; a 
period during which Milan's defense was considered by many observers 
to be one of the best back fours in the history of football, consisting of 
Baresi, Paolo Maldini, Alessandro Costacurta and Mauro Tassotti. He is 
also one of the few players who spent his entire career at one club, Milan, 
for whom he played 532 games, scoring 16 goals. 

In September 1991, he received the Ufficiale Ordine al Merito della 
Repubblica Italiana, which is an great honor and extremely unusual for a 
football player. 

He retired from playing in 1997 aged 37 With Milan, Baresi won six 
scudetti (Serie A league titles) and three European Cups. He mentored 
defensive partner Paolo Maldini in his later years, whose career has 
followed a similar path. 

His No. 6 jersey was retired by the club, a rarity for Italian football. After a 
short spell as Director of Football at Fulham, Baresi returned to Milan as a 
youth team coach in 2002 but has since retired from coaching.

Accompanied 

by original fitted box, international guarantee and booklets 



The Heuer Monaco disappeared from the catalogs around 
1975. TAG Heuer first became interested in its Heuer 
heritage in the late 1990's when the company decided 
to launch a "Re-edition" collection made up of the Carrera and 
the Monaco along with short series versions such as the series 
made to honor five F1 races: US GP (Indy speedway), Monza GP 
(Italy), Monaco GP( Monaco), Hockenheim GP(Germany) and 
Silverstone GP(UK) and the Baresi limited edition. 

The Re-edition collection was a great success and was followed 
by others in the classic range including new "retro" models (Car- 
rera GMT and Monza). 

The Re-edition series marked a change in marketing strategy for 
TAG Heuer, combining the heritage of Heuer with the technology 
of TAG. Following the takeover by LVMH, TAG Heuer continued 
with the series, but decided to drop the Heuer-only branding and 
revert to TAG Heuer. The Autavia and Targa Florio followed. 

Today, The Carrera and Monaco are a key part of the TAG Heuer 
model range, with the Monaco and Carrera names being used on 
the new technology pieces (V4 Monaco, Carrera Caliber 360). 

There is often confusion around the black Monaco's, and what is 
a re-edition and what is not. The first of the re-editions has a flat 
black face and two dial register model CS2110 and was a limited 
edition of 5000 and are probably the rarest of the re-edition Mo- 
naco's. This was followed by the Heuer-only branded CS2111 in a 
limited edition of 5000, which had an entirely new dial design. 
This design proved to be a success and TAG Heuer added the 
model to the permanent range, changing the model to CW2111 
and adding "TAG Heuer" to the dial. 

This was also the time that a blue dialed "Steve McQueen" model 
was added. TAG Heuer released a blue Monaco re-edition "Heu- 
er" only on the dial for its 40th anniversary. 

The 2009 model, the Caliber 12 Monaco, goes back to the two- 
register layout and less cluttered dial of the CS2110. The new 
model has a slightly larger case and for the first time a sapphire 
crystal glass.

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NEWLY DISCOVERED HUYGENS' LONGITUDE CLOCK. PART II. 

By Philip Poniz 

In a letter dated 12 December, 1683 Huygens wrote to mathematician Bernard Fullenius: 



"...at the request of the Directors of the 
Indies Company, and in order to find lon- 
gitude, I undertook to construct clocks of 
which the regulation would be equal to a 
three-foot pendulum clocks, but would 
not be disturbed by the motion of the sea. 
I found the task to be more difficult that 
I had initially thought, although it is not 
completed yet there is little doubt that it 
will succeed. fr1 



uccess had to wait another twelve years, and just as it was finally in reach Huygens died 
- but not before he had made this clock which was itself to lead to the solution of the 
longitude problem. 

Huygens was preoccupied with discovering a method for finding longitude all of his adult life. 
This longitude clock is his last (and most promising) attempt. With his invention of the pen- 
dulum he was able to construct marine clocks, and later, thanks to his invention of the balance 
spring. But it was all to no avail; the sea trials in 1686-87 and in 1690-92 did not live up to 
expectations. 

The fame Huygens sought as the inventor of the first reliable clock for determining longi- 
tude at sea was eluding him and although this affected him greatly 2 he did not give up. His 
explorations took him into uncharted regions of abstract mechanics, where he applied the 
newest mathematics of his day. At one point, he had to create a new branch of mathematics, 
the theory of evolutes. His theoretical discoveries were intended to be applied in practical 
improvements of the clocks. From his first pendulum clock in 1657 to his last sketches for a 
"perfect marine balance" (which was implemented in only two clocks) one of which is this 
one, Huygens' efforts to capture the uniform flow of time in a reliable mechanism, and espe- 
cially in a device immune to disturbance from its surroundings, ranged from the most general 
theory to the most intricate practice. 

Theory and practice in turn narrowed the tolerance between the abstract and the practical, 
his initial longitude clock failures simply showed him a way into the future. While Huygens' 
premature death prevented him from finding the ultimate solution for longitude, he was very 
close. Eventually, it was captured by John Harrison (who interestingly was born in the year 
Huygens died) who found the answer in metallurgy, but it was Huygens' work that guided him 
through the mechanics. 3 

These mechanics achieved their pinnacle in this newly discovered Huygens' clock, the last 
one he ever built, partially with his own hands, the one to which he applied his lifetime ex- 
perience, and which eventually was to lead to the solution of the longitude problem. This 
was firmly believed, for instance, by Henry Sully who built such a clock and showed it to the 
Academie Royale des Sciences in April 1723. In the report of the Academie it was stated ".... 
during the first trial made at the Observatory, the clock did not vary more than nineteen sec- 
onds in eight full days ." 4 



In modern horological literature, this clock is only mentioned (and briefly) by John Leopold in 
his address at the 1993 Longitude Symposium at Harvard 5 "...in March 1695, Huygens had an 
existing clock (with equation of time) converted to the new balance, but about this we have 
no further details. Indeed, it is the last we hear from Huygens about horology, for he died on 8 
July 1695. A publication on the new clock, which he had announced shortly before his death, 
was never written." 

Leopold bases the above on the last surviving Huygens' letter 6 , in which Huygens writes to 
his only brother about converting an existing clock with equation of time to his new balance - 
Balancier Marin Parfait. This was in March of 1695. He intended to publish this (OC, vol 10, no. 
2892, p. 711) but, as Leopold concludes, Huygens' death on July 8, 1695 prevented it. 

Huygens employs two new concepts in this clock; his Perfect Marine Balance and a new, ap- 
parently invented by him, form of escapement. 

The Perfect Marine Balance is an ingenious device consisting of a large vertical balance with a 
small pendulum affixed to it. The concept sounds crazy but, as Huygens proved theoretically, 
the system is isochronous! 

The new escapement, invented by Huygens, is the first attempt to create a frictional rest 
escapement. 7 The impulse is given to a chronometer-like pallet by one escape wheel with 
locking via a second wheel. 

The clock's case is constructed in such a way that unless one is very familiar with how to take 
it apart, it is impossible to see anything inside or even quickly take it apart. No part of the 
movement can be reached, the back is solid, the winding is done through the dial, and the 
solid side panels guard glimpsing at the movement from the sides. 

This is entirely consistent with the research of the two foremost Huygens' experts; John Leo- 
pold and Prof. Michael Mahoney. Leopold stated: Huygens' work in establishing longitude by 
timepieces was a "matter of some secrecy". Mahoney joins along with "...Huygens jealously 
guarded the fortune that might result from his inventions". 

The clock is of the utmost importance, first because it is the culmination of Huygens' life- 
time of experience, secondly because its mechanics inspired the Harrison's £ 20,000 reward 
clock 8 , thirdly because it is the first existing attempt to create frictional rest escapement, and 
fourthly for it is the earliest known longitude clock in existence.

The "Portuguese F.A. Jones" collection was launched in 2005 in honor of IWC's founder, Florentine 
Ariosto Jones. It was made in a limited edition of 3000 examples in stainless steel, 500 in platinum and 
1000 in pink gold. 

F.A. Jones was a member of the Howard Watch & Clock Company in Roxbury, Massachusetts, near 
Boston. After the American Civil War, he travelled from Boston to Switzerland in search of Swiss skills 
for a new watch factory. In 1868 he founded a watch company in Switzerland and began to manufacture 
high-quality movements and watch parts for the American market. IWC was established in Schaffhausen 
in large part to harness the hydroelectric power available from the adjacent Rhine River. 

Jones caliber watches had certain characteristic design features which included a three-quarter plate 
covering three-quarters of the movement, an extra-long index for timing adjustment, and a bimetallic 
balance for temperature adjustment. While none of these attributes were unique, a Jones movement can 
be easily identified by its characteristic regulating index. This is sometimes called the "Jones arrow" and, 
unlike most other regulating indexes, extends away from the balance wheel cock to the three-quarter 
plate. 

In 1875, Florentine Ariosto left the company with serious financial problems. Despite the departure of 
Mr. Jones, IWC continued to be a major Swiss pocket watch producer. Between 1900 and 1930, IWC 
produced over 900,000 watches, and the overwhelming majority of them were pocket watches. It wasn't 
until the early 1930s that the Swiss watch industry produced more wristwatches than pocket watches. 

In 1938, following a request from two Portuguese businessmen, Rodriguez and Texeira, IWC produced a 
new, highly accurate, oversized wristwatch. To accommodate their request, IWC's watchmakers decided 
to use some of their pocket watch movements in a large wristwatch. The Portuguese wristwatch was 
born.

In the second half of the 18 th century, the most advanced 
watchmakers were working on improving the accuracy of timing. 
Achieving identical setting of watches in all the vertical and 
horizontal positions still remained one of the major problems. In 
the vertical positions in particular, terrestrial attraction disturbs 
the regulating organ. In 1801, the watchmaker Abraham-Louis 
Breguet created a tourbillon system that would balance rate 
variations in the various vertical positions. 

The operating principle has remained the same to the present 
day: the escapement components (wheel, pallet and balance) 
are not fitted rigidly in the movement, but are carried by a 
mobile cage. This cage rotates around its axis together with the 
escapement components, at a rate of one revolution per minute, 
and by its constant rotational motion compensates for rate 
variations in the vertical positions.

BOOK FORM

German watches, in book form, are probably the earliest type of form 
watches. They appeared in the middle of the 16th century and lasted 
well into the 18th century. A book-shaped watch, dated 1550, is in the 
British Museum. Clocks and books were the favorite accessories 
of noblemen portrayed in official portraits. Clocks symbolizing the 
capturing of time, and books, knowledge. No wonder 
they were produced in a single form: a book-watch. Prince of Pomerania, 
Bogislaw XIV had such a watch, but of later date. It was in the Bernal 
Collection, which was dispersed by auction in 1855. Britten shows a 
book-form watch by Augsburg maker "F.C." which he says dates from 
the fi rst half of the 16th century. It is very similar to ours but larger. 

Our watch is remarkable in terms of its size. It is not a table clock but 
a watch to be worn on a chain around the neck. The fi rst watches of 
the 16th century were worn this way, much like the later ladies' pendant 
watches. They often had large gold chains such as in the attached 
picture.

There were a few watchmakers living 
and working in the East. It is recorded, for instance, that a certain 
Barrachin went to Istanbul where he was paid 10 ecus for making 
a blanc movement and 12 ecus for a gilt one. Watches were also 
assembled in the East from Swiss parts. Watches with phases of 
the moon were very popular in the East. They were, in a sense, 
miniature versions of the astronomical clocks collected by the 
Sultan. Daily life and religious observances in Islamic countries 
were based on the lunar calendar. It is known that in 1671 Jean- 
Anthoine Choudens supplied forty movements "a lune" to a 
compatriot and client in Galata. That same year, Abraham Ar- 
laud shipped fifty "a lune" movements to Galata.

Two types of equalizing devices were employed in early watches 
to assure a more or less constant power supply to the very sensi- 
tive verge escapement. One was the fusee, the other was the 
stackfreed. Both are mentioned by Leonardo Da Vinci. The stack- 
freed appears in Leonardo's Codex I, as well as Codex M3 (1497 
and '99) and they were brought to his attention by his German 
assistant, Giulio, around 1493/94. Stackfreeds are present in 
surviving watches from about 1530-1640. The stackfreed is 
considered typically German; in any case, at least until the pres- 
ent time, stackfreed watches have been found only in German- 
influenced territories. It appears that when miniaturization led to 
a reduction of the space between the plates, especially in case 
of complicated watches such as this one, the Germans invented 
the stackfreed in order to save space but still have an equalizing 
device. When there was ample space, they had no objection to 
using the fusee.

REMARKABLE NIGHT CLOCK 

JOSEPH CAMPANUS (GIUSEPPE CAMPANI), ROMA, MADE FOR "M.P.", CIRCA 1665 

An exceptional, large, ebonized, Baroque night clock with Campani's silent escapement, 24-hour going, 

wandering hour, and painted on copper dial, Maratta's school 

The night clock (nottumo) was developed by the Campani brothers, fulfilling a wish of Pope Alexander 
VII, who suffered from insomnia, for a clock that could be read at night but was quiet enough not to 
disturb his sleep. The Pope was very pleased with the results of their work, and the first such clock made 
for the Pope was a great success. 

The Campani brothers began building similar clocks, which immediately became fashionable in the 
Italian patrician residences. They were always of contemporary architectural and often altar form. 
They were constructed by teams of craftsmen consisting of clockmakers, cabinetmakers, sculptors and 
painters. 

The time was read through the placement of a candle behind the pierced dial. The dials were painted 
with religious subject matter conveying the impression of an altarpiece. The Campani brothers often 
used the two most esteemed Rome painters of the time, Carlo Maratta (1625-1713), well known for his 
religious altarpieces in the manner of Raphael, and Filippo Lauri, a member of the Accademia di San Luca 
in Rome, and later its director. It is most likely that the dial of this clock was a work by one of them. 

These clocks were the most magnificent clocks of the period, innovative and unique to Italy. They 
became important and magnificent enough to be presented to kings. For instance, Cardinal Antonio 
Barberini, around 1665, the time when our clock was born, gave such a piece to King Louis XIV (// Tempio 
del Gusto. Roma e il regno delle due Sicilie, Vol. I, Milan, 1984, plate XI, by Alvar Gonzalez-Palacios). 

During the process of developing the night clock, the brothers invented a new escapement, at the time 
the only alternative to the verge escapement (the Hooke/Huygens duplex/verge escapement was 
known only to a very few). They were one of the first to introduce wandering hour time display, now 
sometimes called chronoscope, where a wandering hour travels under the minute divisions with the path 
corresponding exactly to one hour, thus allowing a precision minute reading. 

In dating this clock we are fortunate to know of another, architecturally identical, formerly in the Time 
Museum, which has the barrel signed "Petrus Thomas Campanus Inventor Romae in Via Julia, AD Ponte 
Sixtu, 1664". Based on this and the striking similarities between the two clocks, it is easy to assign a date 
to this one. 

MAKER'S BIOGRAPHY: There were three Campani brothers, Matteo, Pietro and Giuseppe. They are 
the most important and the most famous of all Italian clock makers. The three brothers, who were born 
and grew up as part of a large agricultural family living in a flyspeck of a rural community high in the 
Umbrian hills, descended upon Rome and achieved considerable fame in their own time, each applying 
his individual inventive skills to become a towering master of his own specialty. Matteo, the oldest, was 
a maker of clocks and scientific instruments, sometimes using the pseudonym Antimo Tempera. Pietro 
Tomasso, the second brother, studied clockmaking in Terni and was employed at the Vatican Palace. Like 
his brother Giuseppe, he was a maker of night clocks, many of which have survived to the present day, 
including one in the British Museum and another in the Kunsthistorisches Museum of Vienna. Like the 
clock formerly in the Time Museum, the clock in the British Museum collection is signed "Petrus Thomas 
Campanus Inventor" - Pietro laid claim to the invention of the night clock through his signature. 
Giuseppe Campani (1635-1715), the maker of this clock, was particularly famous during his lifetime 
for making telescopes. His telescopes raised the craft to a new level of perfection. A pioneer in the 
production of optical instruments, he surpassed all others throughout Europe until the beginning of 
the eighteenth century. It was by means of his astronomical lenses and telescopes that the most of the 
greatest astronomical discoveries of the period were made. With a Campani telescope, Cassini made a 
series of spectacular discoveries of surface markings and rotations of both Mars and Jupiter and of the 
transits of Jupiter's satellites across the planet's disk. 

Giuseppe was primarily a mechanic, a clockmaker and artisan who also produced astronomical lenses 
and telescopes and microscopes. As a clockmaker, Campani was not only one of the inventors of the 
night clock that became so popular during the second half of the seventeenth century, but he also 
invented the crank-lever escapement, making possible the production of clocks with mechanical 
movements that were remarkably silent, and he produced other ingenious and innovative timepieces, 
among them the first projection night clock and ingenious rolling ball clocks. He also invented a clock 
for use on shipboard for determining longitude at sea. His production of clocks surpassed the number as 
well as the diversity and ingenuity of those of all other makers of his time.

Among Giuseppe's most frequent clients were the Medici princes of Tuscany, including Grand Duke 
Ferdinand II, his brothers the Princes Mattias and Leopold de' Medici, and his uncle Cardinal Giovan 
Carlo de' Medici. For them, Campani produced a substantial number of clocks, microscopes, telescopes 
and lenses over a period of some forty-five years. Many of these records are filed in the fondo 
Principato Mediceo in the State Archives of Florence and others are to be found in the miscellaneous 
correspondence of Prince Leopold preserved among the post-Galilean files of the Codice Galileana in the 
Biblioteca Nationale Centrale in Florence. 

It is virtually impossible to provide an account of any one of the Campani brothers without including the 
other two, because their lives and work were so closely intertwined during their lifetimes and because 
one or the other appeared intermittently on the scene. Furthermore, in the few brief summaries that 
have been published of their achievements during and since their lifetimes, historians have repeatedly 
confused one with the other, and only additional research resolved the resulting confusion. Most 
frequently, Matteo Campani has been credited with the achievements of Giuseppe, chiefly because 
accounts in the French language referred to "M. Campani" for "Monsieur Campani," and subsequent 
writers have taken the "M." to mean "Matteo".

An extremely and equally rare 24-hours going, leather bound,

This is a very rare example of an early Roman travelling form 
clock. With its hinged loop at the back it can be a coach watch, a 
wall clock or a table clock. 

Although book-form clocks and watches had already appeared 
in the middle of the 16 th century, travelling ones were very rare. 
The book, at the time, symbolized knowledge as well as faith. 
The nobles in their official portraits liked to pose with a book at 
their side or, alternatively, with a clock which symbolized the 
conquering of time. Putting both together in a single object was 
a natural development. As an example, Bogislaw XIV, Prince of 
Pomerania, Prince of Rugen and Cammin, Lord of the Land of 
Butow, had one in about 1627. Osvaldo Patrizzi found it in 1989. 

The clock is very well executed with an adjustable escapement 
potence and, interestingly, with striking on a bell but with a 
single hammer, the same as, in later years, we are accustomed to 
seeing in the Breguet repeating watches.

MAKER'S BIOGRAPHY: Antonio Bartolomeo BERTOLLA, 
sometimes SERIOLA, (1702 - 1789) was from Mocenigo di Rumo 
in the Non Valley. He was one of the best clockmakers of his day 
in Trentino. During his long life he built many precious pendulum 
and tower clocks, and he built two complex astronomical clocks, 
designed by the priest Francesco Borghesi, between 1763 
and 1764 in Trento. One of the astronomical clocks is at the 
Smithsonian Institute in the United States. His workshop, fitted 
with all of his tools, has been transported to the Museo Scienza 
e della Tecnica (Museum of Science and Technology) in Milan.

The remarkable feature of this clock is its dial, designed on the 
principle invented by Houriet, and developed by Breguet. In the 
six-hour scale, the space between the hours is larger and can be 
divided into 360 minutes with clear visibility. This is the principle 
behind this dial. 

MAKER'S BIOGRAPHY: Giovanni Battista Rodella was born 
in Venice in 1749 and died in Padua on 19 th February 1834. He 
was a skillful and clever self-taught mechanic who gave fame to 
the Specola from Padua as far as the precision instruments are 
concerned. After having worked as clockmaker in Castelfranco 
and having built surgical instruments, hydraulic machines and 
clocks, in 1780 he was employed as mechanical keeper of the 
Specola from Padua. 

In a rare booklet Rodella described a journey to England he made 
in 1794 on behalf of Alvise Pisani, who wanted to bring to the 
Polesine the new invention of Watt. On the trip, he was able to 
acquaint himself with the English observatories and understand 
their managing activities. When he returned to Padua he 
built precision and room clocks, pocket watches with striking 
mechanisms, microscopes, telescopes, achromatic monocular, 
levels, dioptres, Pretorian tables, precision pendulum clocks. 




In order to show his skills, we report the description of two of his 
clocks. The first is from Zaccaria: "A remarkable table clock with 
latitude equation showing both the true and the average time. 
From sunrise to sunset hours and minutes are marked with the 
true time register playing a concert exactly at sunrise and sunset 
without anyone help as it is moved by an artificial and elliptical 
register with daily and annual rotation. Furthermore it sounds 
hours and quarters a toe and so on". 

The second description is by Rodella himself and comes from 
a letter addressed to Abbot Alberto Pieropan published in 
the "Nuovo Giomale Enciclopedico" (New Encyclopaedic Journal) 
-Vicenza, October 1784- from which we propose an abstract: 
Clock placed in a tower of the Bresseo Villa owned by Leonardo 
Cavalli. It has three wheel movements: the one tolling noon, 
midnight, sunrise and sunset is on one side, the one moving the 
pendulum is in the middle and the one showing the true Italian 
hours is on the other side. Three regulating weights are moving 
them allowing the clock to work for one month. The wind winds 
the clock automatically. Twenty-six weathercock turns wind an 
hour, even if the weights are weighing 240 pounds. A device 
avoiding overwind has been installed, too. The dial has three 
indexes. An ellipses allows the clock to mark sunrise and sunset. 
The pendulum rod has been made of wood that is insensitive to 
temperature changes. The exact setting of the clock is possible 
thanks to two micrometers: one on the pendulum and one on the 
ellipses. 

A pendulum clock he invented and built was donated to the 
Padua Academy in 1793 and earned him the title of 'Academy 
Mechanic". He built the clock on the Tower of Piazza delle Erbe 
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in Verona as well as a regulator for the astronomer Cagnoli. His 
talent in inventions allowed him to build instruments to measure 
both the temperature and the depth of the sea, a prosthesis 
for lame persons, a loom for silk stockings, a wooden billiard 
table and finally, more or less during the French invasions, "a 
machinery to make 10,000 buttons in 12 hours with only three 
people". Two of his tools have been shown at the Astronomic 
Museum of Chicago. When he died, his favourite student took 
his place as director of the Specola workshop of Padua.

Ref 3525 was one of the first Oyster Chronographs and was 
available in stainless steel as well as 18K pink and yellow gold. 
When this watch first appeared in the early 1940s, it cost CHF 
350 in stainless steel and CHF 935 in 18K gold. 

This watch is also known as the "Prisoner watch". Rolex sold this 
watch on credit to British prisoners of war held in Germany who 
were expected to pay for the watch at the end of the war. During 
World War II, Hans Wilsdorf boosted the morale of British 
POWs by sending them Rolex watches on request, with the 
understanding that they could pay for them after the war was 
won by the Allied forces. 

Rolex, as well as the other Swiss watch companies, suffered 
a severe loss of sales during the war, as Switzerland was 
completely surrounded by the Axis powers and was cut off from 
British and U.S. markets. Wilsdorf, who had started his watch 
business in England, was a staunch supporter of the British 
forces. 

While most of the British POWs ordered the small and relatively 
inexpensive Speed King model, the more expensive ref. 3525 
Chronograph model was requested in March 1943 by Clive 
James Nutting at Stalag Luft III in Poland. Nutting was involved 
in planning the now-famous escapes from that prison camp, 
later becoming a consultant for the movies inspired by those 
events: Wooden Horse in 1950 and The Great Escape in 1963. 
The escape effort that inspired the second movie took place one 
year and two weeks after Nutting ordered his Rolex. He kept his 
chronograph until his death in 2001.

Ref 6062 was produced from 1950 to 1953 with 350 examples 
in 18K yellow gold, 50 examples in 18K pink gold, and a very few 
examples in stainless steel.

The Super-Oyster crown was also called "Phantom crown" 
because of its resistance to dust, perspiration and water, as 
well as when the crown was in position to set the hours. The 
Super-Oyster winding crown was an attempt by Rolex to create 
a waterproof winding crown which did not need to be screwed 
down. The system itself worked; however, in time the rubber seal 
perished and this crown type was phased out after only a few 
years (+/- 5 years) of production. Rolexes with Super-Oyster 
crowns are very rare due to the fact that when the watches were 
serviced, the crowns were usually replaced by the more reliable 
Oyster screw-down crown.

The Battle of Areola was a three-day battle against Austrians, 
famous for Napoleon Bonaparte grabbing a flag and personally 
leading an assault across the Areola Bridge. This scene is 
depicted on the dial with Napoleon already on the bridge 
leading his troops, the animated scene appearing in the aperture 
showing four scenes: Napoleon ordering his men to follow him, 
Napoleon charging across the bridge, the French charging a 
cannon, and finally French troops marching across the bridge 
following Napoleon's example. 

The watch is interesting for several reasons. It is one of the 
earliest French Revolutionary watches. It is also a mysterious 
combination of French, German (or Austrian), and French. The 
movement is typical French or Swiss ebauche of the period, 
signed with an English name and engraved "London". The 
case is in English style with fake (sometimes called "prestige") 
English marks. The inscription on the dial "Bataille bei Areola 
geivonnen von Bonaparte d 16 ten novbr 1795" is in German but with 
misspelled "gevonden" (won) and French "d"' before 16 ten . The 
watch might have been an attempt to imply that the British were 
on the French side.

A rare example of an early minute-repeating mechanism still based on the movable star wheel. It was a half century later when Audemars 

invented a mechanism with a fixed star, making the hour repeating change more precise and consequently enabling the minute-repeating 

work to be more accurate. Before, makers had struggled with accurate repeating at the end and at the beginning of the hour. Only a few 

succeeded, most notably Breguet and some of his pupils. This is an excellent example of the best work Switzerland was capable of at the 

turn of the eighteenth and nineteenth centuries. The case is superbly made, the movement is exceptional for the period, executed when 

minute repeating work was far away from being common and required exquisite workmanship in order to make it work correctly. It was 

60 years later when Audemars invented the fixed star enabling an average workman to produce minute repeaters. Before, they were 

reserved for the best. There is a watch signed "Breguet, No. 70549" with a very similar movement, which, in all likelihood, was sold by 

Breguet when he was in Switzerland on exile from 1794-1795. 

MAKER'S BIOGRAPHY: According to 0. Patrizzi, Dictionnaire des Horlogers Genevois, Antiquorum Edition, Geneve 1998, Christ Moricand 

worked in Geneva in the rue des Corps-Saints, circa 1810 and in partnership with his son from 1815. The firm was founded circa 1780, 

after the disappearance of Jean Delisle. The company dissolved around the end of the century, after the deaths of Christ in 1791 and of 

Benjamin. Some of their works are of great interest. Apart from commercial watches, they made watches with special escapements, with 

very complicated automatons, with dates and time equations, as well as repeater and alarm watches.

This watch features most of Lepine's horological inventions, 
including the 1763 revolutionary repeating mechanism in which 
the hour and quarter racks were placed directly on the winding 
arbor. The new design was a great improvement, eliminating 
the fragile winding chain. It also gave the system better stability 
and decreased friction, while saving room and simplifying the 
mechanism. This was a great improvement in repeating watches. 
The 1763 Memoire of the Academie des Sciences, in the chapter 
"Machines ou inventions approuvees par I'Academie en 1763," 
gave a very favorable report of Lepine's invention. The idea, with 
some modifications, still survives today. The watch also features 
his other inventions: wolf-tooth train and racks (wolf teeth being 
considerably stronger than regular symmetrical ones). Lepine 
used them on the racks of most of his repetition work, a two-part 
case with a concealed hinge, and an elegant way of opening the 
case by twisting the pendant. 

Another feature found in the watch is an anti-dust arrangement 
in which the front plate is integrated with the dust ring, 
minimizing the dust penetration. At the time, Lepine and Andre 
Hessen were the only ones to use this arrangement, although 
Hessen used it on full plate calibers. 

The watch also features alternating Roman and Arabic numerals, 
typical for Lepine. 

Jean-Antoine Lepine (1720-1814), son of Jean "The King's 
Mechanical Expert", was born on 18 November 1720 at Challex, 
a small village a few kilometers north of Geneva. After having 
worked for some time at the establishment of Decrose, at 
the Grand Saconnex in the suburbs of Geneva, he arrived 
in Paris in 1744. A workman for Andre Charles Caron, the 
King's Clockmaker and father of Beaumarchais, he married his 
employer's daughter in 1756 and was received as Master in 1765. 
He was appointed "Horloger du Roi" (King's Clockmaker) about 
1765. In 1766 he succeeded Caron, and appeared on the list of 
Paris clockmakers of that year as Jean-Antoine Lepine, Hger du 
Roy, rue Saint Denis, Place Saint Eustache. 

In 1772, Lepine established himself in the Place Dauphine; in 
1778-1779, Quai de I'Horloge du Palais; then in the rue des 
Fosses Saint Germain I'Auxerrois near the Louvre in 1781; and 
finally at 12 Place des Victoires in 1789. In 1782, his daughter 
Pauline married one of his workmen, Claude-Pierre Raguet, with 
whom he formed a partnership in 1792. 

In 1763 he invented a new repeating mechanism for watches, 
which was published in the Memoires de I'Academie des Sciences 
in 1766. 

His new caliber, of revolutionary concept, replacing the rear 
plate by bridges, was invented about 1770. The different moving 
parts could thenceforward be dismounted separately, which 
made maintenance and repair much easier. Also, the use of a 
dead-beat escapement, less sensitive to variations in the driving 
force than the recoil escapement hitherto in use, allowed him to 
suppress the fusee. This new lay-out was improved by Breguet, 
who adopted it beginning in 1790 for most of his watches. 
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Lepine was responsible for a number of other inventions, one 
of them being the virgule escapement, a simplification of the 
double virgule escapement, invented by his father-in-law 
and used by his brother-in-law, Pierre Augustin Caron (who 
became famous under the name of Beaumarchais). Competing 
with the cylinder escapement invented in England, the virgule 
escapement had a certain amount of success on the Continent 
at the end of the eighteenth century and at the beginning of 
the nineteenth, when it was used by numerous clockmakers. 
However, it had the inconvenience of not holding oil, and 
wore out quickly when it was not perfectly executed. Lepine 
also developed a new form of case, a charnieres perdues, with 
concealed hinges and a fixed bezel. Since these watches were 
rewound and set from the rear, the movement was protected 
from dust by an inner case. This new arrangement had the 
advantage of preventing access from the dial face, thus avoiding 
damaging it or the hands. 

Other inventions by Lepine had only an ephemeral success, 
justifying neither the difficulty of their execution, nor the 
increase in price. This was true of wolf teeth wheels, intended to 
limit friction, and a method of re-winding without a key, operated 
by pumping the stem. 

Lepine remained faithful to his country of origin, and went often 
to the Gex countryside, particularly to Ferney, where Voltaire 
had set up a watch manufactory in 1770. Friendly relations were 
established between Lepine and the philosopher, but we do not 
know the exact role he played in the Ferney manufactory. It is 
certain that he gave commissions to the workshops there until 
1792. An unsigned memoir of 1784 reports that Lepine stayed in 
Ferney for 18 months and that he had watch movements made 
there with a value of 90,000 livres a year. After his retirement, 
sometime around 1793, although he had lost his sight, Lepine 
continued to be active in the firm managed by his son-in-law 
until his death on 31 May 1814, at the age of 93 years old.

UNUSUAL STRIKING MECHANISM 

ANTONINUS MUSTICA REFECIT, PALERMO, SICILY, CIRCA 1770 

Very rare and unusual, rosewood and ormolu, 24-hours going, quarter striking on 

six-hour base, table clock with alarm and unusual striking mechanism 

From the signature "Refecit" it appears that the maker made the clock and later 
remade it, probably due to the new idea that he conceived. 

The clock is of very unusual construction in terms of the striking - both quarters and 
the hours are struck from the same power source. Furthermore, the change from the 
hour striking to quarter striking is most unorthodox - the hammer is pivoted on one 
side while the other pivot runs freely in a rectangular slot. 

By default, due to the effect of gravity on the hammer, the loose pivot stays at the 
bottom of the slot and the hammer is over the hour bell. When the quarters are 
struck, the end of the quarter rack lifts the loose hammer's pivot shifting the hammer 
over the hour bell. The system is unheard of outside Italy, and even in Italy it is 
primarily restricted to Sicily, although, sometimes, as here, one can find the system 
in Naples. It is remarkably simple, while at the same time being very reliable. 

The only reason that it has not been used by the western European clockmakers 
must be the fact that it was restricted to Italy and not seen outside of it. The French 
did the same, using a single power source and a single hammer for the quarters and 
the hours, but theirs system is much more complicated, with the end result being 
exactly the same. 

MAKER'S BIOGRAPHY: Mustica was well known clockmaking family in Palermo, 
Sicily; Cristoforo, Marco, and Giuseppe were clockmakers spreading over the entire 
18th century. Antonio must be from the same family, clearly an experienced master 
working along the lines of the Sicilian clockmaking, so different and so unique just 
to this region.

In the early 1920s, Cartier, London appears to have experimented with enamel work on their watches. In 1922, London's Cartier workshop 
was created, English Art Works. From that period we occasionally see splendid Cartier watches decorated with painted on enamel 
Arabian Persian horseback arch hunters. This coincided with Cartier's Paris office launching a series of clocks with Arabian Persian 
motifs. 

The archives of the Cartier Paris branch are well preserved, while London's are less complete. Cartier therefore is faced with some Gaps 
regarding the works of their London workshop, including the story about the Arab Hunters enamel. 

It appears that while the Paris office launched their Arabo Persian clocks, the London office launched their Arabo Persian watches (based 
on plain gold watches received from the Paris workshop). Most of them differed in the details but two elements were always the same, 
the enamel was in relief making a three dimensional impression, and they always employed paillons, usually gold ones. Besides Cartier, 
very few companies experimented with enamel scenes of such high relief.

These unusual lugs were 
also called "spider lugs" because of their resemblance to a spider's legs, and make the reference 1579 easily distinguishable from other 
Patek Philippe chronograph wristwatches of the era. 

Its production lasted for 20 years. It was produced in Staybrite (exceptionally rare), in steel with pink gold lugs, bezel, and crown 
(extremely rare), in yellow gold (standard production), pink and in white gold (extremely rare). Only three examples were made in 
platinum.

Reference 1463 was the first water-resistant chronograph to be produced by Patek Philippe. It is also their only vintage waterproof 
chronograph. The model was launched in 1940 based on the cal. 13"'-130 used by the company since 1920s. It continued until 1965. 
The reference can be divided into two series: the first series was with a plain bezel; the second, launched around 1947, had a stepped 
bezel. This watch is one of the earliest with the stepped bezel. It is also probably the most attractive ref. 1463 in stainless steel that has 
appeared in the market in the past number of years. 

The majority of 1463 models are in yellow gold, some were cased in pink gold, and examples in stainless steel are very rare. In our 

database covering the vast majority of Patek Philippe watches on the market within the past thirty years, we have fewer than 20 

examples. 

The watch is constructed with the dial having the tachometer ring placed entirely within the reflective field of the reflection ring, a special, 

highly polished sloped inner part of the bezel. The construction gives the appearance of a two-tone dial, with the tachometer scale having 

the lighter tone. 

The design and the construction are so successful, the tone differences so clear, the simulation of the two-tone effect so real, that this dial 

has often been described by some experts as a two-tone dial. 

The record price for this reference in stainless steel is CHF 525,000 (November 2007)

Patrizzi may allow a Buyer to bid over the telephone, provided that such intention of the Buyer is received by 
Patrizzi at least two Business Days before the Auction. In such circumstances, Patrizzi may require the Buyer 
to confirm all relevant and necessary details in writing before it agrees to do so, including Proper Identification. 
Patrizzi will not be liable in any way in case of any failure for any reason whatsoever of any telephone connection 
or in the transmission of any Bid submitted by telephone, before or during the Auction. Patrizzi may record 
telephone Bids and the Buyer hereby agrees to any such recordings being made. 

18. ONLINE BID ORDERS 

Patrizzi may allow a Bidder to bid online, i.e. by means of Internet, through Patrizzi's Website at such Bidder's 
sole risk. Patrizzi or its employees will not be liable in any way in case of any failure for any reason whatsoever of 
Patrizzi's Website or in the transmission of any Bid submitted online, i.e. via Internet, be it before or during the 
Auction. 

19. ACCEPTANCE OR REFUSAL OF BIDS 

Patrizzi may, at its sole and entire discretion, refuse any written bid order, telephone bid order or online bid order 
from any Bidder or Buyer, including but not limited to the case where any information of any kind whatsoever 
about any of the latter or any Proper Identification about them appears to be wrong, incomplete, ambiguous and/ 
or unsatisfactory to Patrizzi. 

20. VIDEO SCREENS 

Video screens may be in operation at Auctions for the convenience of Bidders, Buyers and Sellers. Patrizzi or its 
employees will not be liable in any way in case of any failure of the video image reproduced on the video screen, 
nor for the correspondence of the screen image to the original situation. 

21. BIDDER'S LIABILITY - THIRD PARTY REPRESENTATIVE OR AGENT 

Any Bidder shall be deemed to be bidding in his own name. He shall assume and bear unconditional and personal 

liability for the payment of the Purchase Price and for all other obligations relating to any Lot which was sold to 

him at Auction, unless: 

aa) he registers himself with Patrizzi, before the beginning of the Auction, as a third party's agent or 

representative; 

bb) he discloses to Patrizzi that his activity as a Bidder will be made for a clearly identified third party on the 

basis of Proper Identification of such third party; and 

cc) provided that Patrizzi accepts in writing that such Bidder participates in the Auction as that third party's 

agent or representative; 

dd) in which case Patrizzi will then look only to such third party as the principal for payment. 

22. SUCCESSFUL BIDDER - SALE OF LOT 

The highest Bidder for any Lot shall be the Buyer. Such Lot is sold at the Auction on behalf of the Seller to the 
Buyer. 

23. TRANSFER OF TITLE 

The Buyer acquires title to the Lot sold to him and becomes its new owner upon the fall of the hammer, as and 
when it is knocked down to him by the Auctioneer and as he has paid in full. 

24. TRANSFER OF RISKS AND BENEFITS 

Full liability for and risks to a Lot shall be passed to its Buyer from the moment it is knocked down and thus sold to 
him. From that moment onwards, it is up to the Buyer to insure any Lot so purchased and to take care immediately 
thereafter of all issues and expenses relating to the Lot, such as packing, handling, storage, insurance, import, 
export and/or shipping of a Lot or Lots purchased at Patrizzi, which issues are all entirely and solely at the Buyer's 
risk and expense. 
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25. TRANSFER OF LOTS 

Patrizzi will not take into consideration, nor recognize any transfer of a Lot to any third party after the fall of the 
hammer. The Buyer is and remains solely responsible towards Patrizzi for the fulfillment of all obligations of the 
Buyer towards Patrizzi. 

26. VAT 

VAT is added to the Hammer Price pursuant to applicable laws in the country where the auction takes place. VAT 
is refunded to Buyers domiciled outside the country where the auction takes place upon receipt by Patrizzi of an 
export declaration stamped by Customs Authority for each Lot on which VAT was paid. 

27. LIMITATION OF WARRANTY 

All Lots described and/or illustrated in the Catalogue are sold «as is», either at Auction or by post-Auction sale. 
No further warranty is provided in respect of any Lot, other than the specific five years' warranty of authenticity, 
which is expressly provided for in these Conditions of Sale. All statements, texts and illustrations indicated in any 
Catalogue, advertisement, condition report and/or brochure of any Auction in respect of any Lot are only set out 
as statements of opinion and do not constitute any evidence or warranty by Patrizzi or by the Seller in respect of 
such Lot. No representation or warranty is made or given by Patrizzi that a Lot is in working order, nor that it is 
water-resistant or water-proof, nor that it is free from restoration, repair or mechanical defect and nothing in the 
Catalogue, nor in any condition report provided to any prospective Bidder or Buyer, should be taken as implying 
such. Moreover and notwithstanding the five years' warranty described herein, Patrizzi does not guarantee the 
authenticity of individual component parts of Lots. 

Intending Bidders and Buyers must satisfy themselves at the Exhibition and before the Auction about the physical 
description and condition of any Lot, as well as to any defects or any repairs already carried out or required. If 
no information on any restoration, accident, retouching or other incident is provided in the Catalogue, in the 
condition reports and/or on any labels or during a verbal announcement at the Auction, this does not necessarily 
mean that the Lot is void of any defects. Since Bidders and Buyers are given the opportunity to examine all Lots 
during the Exhibition, no claim may be raised against Patrizzi or the Seller before or during the Auction or after it 
has ended. Except in the event of gross negligence by Patrizzi or the Seller, neither Patrizzi, nor the Seller shall be 
responsible or may be held liable for any defects of any Lot, nor do they warrant the correctness of any statements, 
descriptions and illustrations about any issues relating to any Lot, such as its age, attribution, characteristics, 
condition, date, features, importance, material, medium, origin, period, provenance, quality, quantity, rarity, size, 
value or weight. Only the expert in charge of the Auction has any authority to make or give any representation or 
warranty whatsoever about any Lot. 

28. FIVE YEARS' WARRANTY OF AUTHENTICITY 

Where a Buyer discovers, after the Auction, that the Lot which he has bought is a complete counterfeit, he shall 
return it to Patrizzi within three months following the day on which he became aware thereof, but in any event 
no later than five years of the date of the Auction at which such Lot was bought. Along with such Lot, the Buyer 
will notify to Patrizzi all elements of evidence on which he bases his complaint, including but not limited to the 
Lot's number and invoice, the date of the Auction at which the Lot was purchased and the detailed reasons, to be 
described in writing, for which the Buyer considers the Lot to be a complete counterfeit. 

Patrizzi shall cancel that Lot's sale and return it to the Seller, while it returns to the Buyer all amounts paid by the 
Buyer to Patrizzi in connection with the counterfeit Lot in the currency of the original Auction, except in any of the 
following cases: 

a) if the description of the Lot in the Catalogue appears to be in accordance with the opinion generally 
accepted, at the time of such Catalogue's issuance, by specialists and experts in such Lots, or if the Catalogue 
explicitly stated that there may be a difference of opinion as to such description; or 

b) if the non-authenticity of the Lot may only be established by a scientific procedure, the effectiveness of 
which was generally acknowledged only after the publication of the Catalogue; or 

c) if such process was, in Patrizzi's reasonable opinion and at the time of the Catalogue's issuance, 
unreasonably expensive or impractical or of a nature which could have caused a damage or a loss of value to the 
Lot itself. 

No Lot shall be considered a counterfeit only by reason of any damage and/or restoration and/or modification 
work to it of any kind. Patrizzi shall however and at its sole discretion have the right to request the Buyer to obtain 
and to submit to Patrizzi, before any cancellation of the Lot's sale and at the Buyer's expense, the expertise reports 
of two independent and recognized experts in the same field as the Lots, who are mutually acceptable to the 
Buyer and to Patrizzi. These expertise reports will have to set out the reasons why the allegedly counterfeit Lot 
is considered to be a complete counterfeit and Patrizzi will give due consideration to any such expertise reports. 
However, Patrizzi may in turn seek additional independent advice in making its final determination as to whether 
the Lot is indeed a complete counterfeit or not and Patrizzi shall not be bound by any expertise report produced 
by the Buyer. If Patrizzi agrees with the Buyer that the Lot is indeed a complete counterfeit, it shall refund to the 
Buyer the costs of obtaining any independent expertise reports, as they may have been incurred by the Buyer, 
provided that (i) such costs were approved by Patrizzi in writing and in advance of obtaining such reports, and (ii) 
the Buyer could not reasonably have obtained independent opinions prior to the Auction. The benefit of this five 
years' warranty limited to counterfeit Lot(s) cannot be transferred and is exclusively granted by Patrizzi for the 
sole benefit of the Buyer for as long as such Buyer remains the Lot's sole legal owner. Thus and in all cases, only 
the Buyer to whom the Lot was knocked down to will be entitled to invoke this five years' warranty and to claim 
such a cancellation of the Lot's sale, in which case this cancellation may only occur on the express condition that 
the Buyer can and does return full and unencumbered ownership of such Lot to Patrizzi and that the Lot has not 
suffered any alteration or damage whatsoever since the Auction. 
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29. PAYMENT OF PURCHASE PRICE 

The full and final Purchase Price of the Lots must be paid by the Buyer to Patrizzi immediately after the Auction, in 
the currency where the auction takes place, but no later than five Business Days after such Auction. Patrizzi can 
decide in its sole discretion, subject to applicable laws, if it accepts any payment in cash. Payment of the Purchase 
Price will not be deemed to have been validly made until Patrizzi is in full and final receipt of cleared funds covering 
the entire Purchase Price. 

30. PAYMENT OF PURCHASE PRICE IN FOREIGN CURRENCY 

Payment may also be made in an amount of foreign currency having legal tender and accepted by Patrizzi. Such 
amount must however fully cover the Purchase Price's equivalent of the Hammer Price in the currency where the 
auction takes place at the exchange rate notified to Patrizzi by a major Italian or Swiss bank or other bank in the 
country where the auction takes place on the day on which such funds are fully cleared and credited to Patrizzi. 

31. DELIVERY OF LOTS 

Subject to any other prior written agreement with Patrizzi and subject to the timely transmission to Patrizzi of 
the necessary information and Proper Identification about the Buyer and/or any beneficial owner of funds in a 
form satisfactory to Patrizzi, no Lot shall be delivered to the Buyer during the Auction, nor until the full and final 
Purchase Price has been paid to Patrizzi in cleared funds and provided no other sums have become due to Patrizzi 
in the meantime. The Buyer must remove from Patrizzi's premises or any different place as agreed all Lots sold to 
him within five Business Days following the Auction or the post-Auction sale, as the case may be. 

32. LATE COLLECTION OF LOTS 

In case a Buyer, after having fulfilled all his other obligations pursuant to these Conditions of Sale, fails to collect 
the Lot within five Business Days of the Auction, Patrizzi may, after notification to the Buyer, store the Lot at the 
Buyer's exclusive expense and risk. The subsequent release of such Lot shall only occur after the Buyer has paid to 
Patrizzi all expenses relating to such storage or any other Expenses still due. 

33. LATE PAYMENT OF PURCHASE PRICE AND REMEDIES 

After twenty Business Days following the Auction without having received the payment from the Buyer, a late 
payment interest at the rate prescribed by D.Lvo 231/2002 (Italian Legislation) on the amounts not yet paid, 
charged by Patrizzi to the Buyer in addition to Eur 10,00 per day as deposit. Patrizzi is under no obligation to 
enforce any payment by the Buyer, nor to undertake any legal proceedings to recover such payment. Failing full 
payment of the Purchase Price by the Buyer within twenty Business Days after the Auction, Patrizzi shall use its 
best efforts to comply with the instructions of the Seller as to any action to be taken and to assist the Seller, as 
far as possible, to collect the Purchase Price or to cancel the sale. Any funds received by Patrizzi from the Buyer 
may be applied by Patrizzi to all and any of its claims against the Buyer in the order chosen by Patrizzi at its full 
discretion. The Buyer shall always remain liable for the payment of any unpaid balance of the Purchase Price until 
its full settlement. Any partial payment by the Buyer to Patrizzi may, alternatively and at Patrizzi's sole discretion, 
be deemed by Patrizzi as a payment by way of deposit. In case of failure by the Buyer to pay the full Purchase Price 
as required herein, Patrizzi is free to consider at any time that any such deposit shall be automatically forfeited by 
the Buyer and that the Lot may be resold at a public auction, by private auction, by post-Auction sale or by private 
treaty sale, at Patrizzi's entire discretion. 
Notwithstanding the foregoing, Patrizzi may also and at its sole discretion: 

a) charge late payment interest at the rate indicated before from the defaulting Buyer; 

b) agree with the Buyer on special conditions for the payment of the Purchase Price; 

c) arrange for transportation, storage and/or insurance of the Lot sold at the Seller's or Buyer's sole expense 
and risk, as the case may be; 

d) settle or pursue, at the Seller's expense, any judicial or arbitral proceedings brought by or against the 
defaulting Buyer on such conditions as Patrizzi shall from time to time deem appropriate; 

e) take any action, at the Seller's expense, which appears to be useful for the collection of the amounts due 
by the Buyer, respectively to claim for the compensation of any damages or prejudice; 

f) exercise at the Seller's expense a lien on the Lot; 

g) disclose the Buyer's identity to the Seller to enable the Seller to initiate direct legal proceedings; and/or 
h) cancel the sale and return the Lot to the Seller. 

34. PLEDGE ON LOTS 

Until full and final settlement of the Purchase Price, the Buyer grants to Patrizzi a pledge on any Property held by 
Patrizzi and acquired by the Buyer prior to, during and/or after the Auction. This pledge is meant to secure the 
repayment of any amounts due and/or Expenses, in principal, interest, commissions, costs, taxes and all other 
forms. Patrizzi is entitled, but not obliged, to realize freely the pledged Property, without any further formalities 
and without any prior notice, if the Buyer is in default of any of his obligations as foreseen hereunder. In any event, 
Patrizzi is also entitled to realize its pledge on a private treaty basis. For this purpose, Patrizzi is not bound to 
comply with the formalities prescribed by local law dealing with actions for debt and bankruptcy proceedings. In 
addition to the above, Patrizzi may also choose to start or to pursue ordinary debt collection proceedings without 
having beforehand sold the pledged goods and without giving up any rights to such a pledge. 

35. PATRIZZI PROFIT PARTICIPATION 

After the Auction, the Seller is not only liable to pay to Patrizzi the Patrizzi Profit Participation, but also all 
Expenses to be borne by the Seller, as indicated in the account statement submitted by Patrizzi to the Seller after 
the Auction. The Seller authorizes Patrizzi to deduct from the Hammer Price such Patrizzi Profit Participation and 
the Expenses to be borne by the Seller. Patrizzi will pay the resulting Net Sale Proceeds to the Seller within 30 days 
of receipt by Patrizzi from the Buyer of full and final payment of the Purchase Price in cleared funds. 
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36. SHIPPING 

Patrizzi may, upon request of the Buyer and subject to restrictions of export and/or import on certain types of Lots, 
arrange to have Lots shipped to the Buyer at Buyer's sole expense and risk. 

37. LIMITATION OF ACCESS AND PARTICIPATION IN AUCTIONS 

Patrizzi may, at its sole and entire discretion, refuse to allow any person to access its Exhibition and/or Auction 
rooms, to participate in its Auctions and/or to admit any person on any of its premises. 

38. VISITORS' LIABILITY 

Any person on Patrizzi's premises, or on those of any Exhibition and/or Auction, shall be liable for any damage 
which such person may have caused to any Lot and/or to any other Property so exhibited, stored, hold or sold. 

39. INTRODUCTORY COMMISSION 

Patrizzi may pay out of its remuneration an introductory fee to any third party introducing clients or any Property 
to it. 

40. DATA PROTECTION 

All Bidders, Buyers and Sellers agree that any company of the Patrizzi Group may collect, use and disclose 
personal data in connection with them in compliance with applicable legal provisions. For further information, 
please refer to our Privacy Policy. 

41. ILLUSTRATION RIGHTS 

The Seller and the Buyer agree that any company of the Patrizzi Group shall have the non-exclusive right to 
photograph, illustrate or otherwise produce images of any Lot consigned to it for sale and/or sold at an Auction. 
Such company(-ies) of the Patrizzi & Co Group shall retain copyright in all such images created by it (them) of 
any Lot and shall have the right to use such images in whatever way and at whatever time which it (they) deem(s) 
appropriate, before, during and after the Auction. 

42. INTELLECTUAL PROPERTY RIGHTS 

All aspects of Patrizzi's Website, including but not limited to all texts, illustrations, trademarks and logos appearing 
on such website, as well as of the Patrizzi Grading System™, and all the intellectual property deriving therefrom, 
are legally protected. In this regard, all reproduction, representation, use, adaptation, modification, incorporation, 
translation, marketing, distribution, creation of links, whether full or partial, by any procedure and on any medium 
whatsoever (paper, digital technology or other means) are, for commercial or public purposes, prohibited, unless 
written permission is given beforehand by Patrizzi's marketing department. Permission is granted, exclusively for 
private purposes, to download, record, print or to reproduce by some other method certain pages and/or parts of 
Patrizzi's Website, provided that the copyright information or other legally protected names or indications are not 
removed. Patrizzi retains full ownership and rights of use to the above and may revoke this permission at any time 
and at its sole discretion. 

43. AVAILABILITY OF CONDITIONS OF SALE 

These Conditions of Sale shall be available on Patrizzi's Website and are available for inspection by all persons 
interested as soon as the Auction has been published. 

44. USE OF PATRIZZI'S WEBSITE - DISCLAIMER OF WARRANTIES AND EXCLUSION OF LIABILITY 

Patrizzi declines any and all liability in the event of loss or damage of any nature whatsoever to any third parties 

due to: 

(i) the accessing or use of Patrizzi's Website or parts of such website, 

(ii) links to any Internet websites of third parties, 

(iii) the possibility of any inaccuracies, omissions or typographical errors in the content of Patrizzi's Website, 

and/or 

(iv) Internet problems of any nature (such as but not limited to service outage and access problems, 

malfunction, viruses, harmful components, acts of terrorism, etc.), misuse by third parties (e.g. accessing data, 

copies, etc.) or loss of programs and/or other data in the user's computer or electronic devices.

45. BINDING TEXT 

The Italian version of these Conditions of Sale is the authoritative and legally binding text. 

46. APPLICABLE LAW - COMPETENT JURISDICTION 

The use of and/or access to Patrizzi's Website, as well as all aspects of any Auction, of these Conditions of Sale, 
as well as all of the rights and obligations deriving there from, shall be governed exclusively by Italian law. Any 
dispute regarding the use of and/or access to Patrizzi's Website, as well as the execution, non-execution, validity 
or interpretation of any Auction, of these Conditions of Sale, as well as of all rights and obligations deriving there 
from, shall be submitted to the exclusive jurisdiction of the Courts of Milan, Italy, subject to an appeal to the Italian 
Law. In any event, Patrizzi is also entitled, at its sole discretion, to sue or otherwise proceed against any defaulting 
Buyer or other debtor of Patrizzi at his place of residence or domicile, or in any other jurisdiction which Patrizzi, at 
its sole discretion, may consider appropriate. In such a case, Swiss law shall remain applicable. 
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
